H ensley w ent to S acram ento at once and 
after a full exam in atio n w as convinced 
th a t h e had th e rig h t m an.

N ew Y o r k , Septem ber 
13th.—F . W . 
G esswein, a m illionaire tool m anufacturer, 
was m urdered th is m orning by C hristian 
D rehle, au age4 G erm an. 
D rehle claim ed 
th at Gessw ein sw indled him ou t of a val­ 
uable patent. 
D rehle had been accustom ed to call upon 
Gesswein frequently at his store on Jo h n 
street, b u t after his defeat in th e Courts he 
discontinued the visits. 
N othing has been 
seen of h im for th e past six m onths u n til 
this m o rn in g w hen D rehle w alked in to 
Gesswein’s store and inquired for the p ro ­ 
prietor. 
H e was show n in to G essw ein’s private 
office on th e second floor. 
T hey were 
aloDe w ith door closed. 
No one know s 
exactly w hat occurred. 
C harles K oester, one of th e clerks, has a 
desk rig h t next to a th in board partition 
w hich separates G essw ein’s office from the 
rem ainder of the room . 
H e heard D rehle 
dem and m oney from Gesswein, and w hen 
th e latter refused there was a loud report. 
K oester rushed in to th e room an d found 
Gesswein lying dead on th e floor. 
D rehle 
was standing in th e m iddle o f th e floor 
w ith a sm oking revolver in his band. 
K oester seized him , at the sam e tim e 
snatching th e revolver an d calling for 
help. 
D rehle was tu rn ed over to an officer 
and taken to th e station. 
T h e prisoner is an old G erm an 69 years 
of age. 
H e is of m edium height and wears 
a rath er long and grizzled beard, as uncouth 
as his hair, w hich is nearly w hite. 
W hen asked, “ W hy did you k ill Gess­ 
w ein?” he said: 
“ H e has ruiDed m e. 
I invented and had 
patented a reflector for jew elers, m ade 
sam ples m yself and sold them to Gesswein 
at $1 a piece. 
I lived pretty well on th at 
for a tim e, b u t he soon copied m y reflectors 
him self an d I was unable to get along, so I 
sued him in the U nited States Court before 
Ju d g e Brown, w ho decided against me. 
T hen I decided to leave 
P hiladelphia, 
w here I was living w ith tw o of m y sisters, 
and com e to New Y ork an d speak m y­ 
self to th a t m an. 
I had no m oney to go 
into business again. 
No m oney to enter 
the H om e for Aged People in P hiladelphia 
and I could n o t rem ain a burden to m y 
sisters. 
W hen Gesswein refused, positively, 
m y request for $500 I drew m y revolver 
and quickly fired at him , w ithout leaving 
the chair I was occupying on his left 
side.” 
Gessw ein was 41 years of age. 
H is 
fam ily consisted of M rs. Gesswein and six 
children, three boys an d three girls.

C i n c i n n a t i , Septem ber 1 3 th —T he N a­ 
tional G reenback Convention this after­ 
noon adopted a platform , 
It declares all 
law s changing th e tim e or m anner of th e 
paym ent of th e public debt since 1865 are 
ex poste facto law s and should be repealed. 
T hat all legal tender notes now o utstand­ 
ing sh o u ld be im m ediately changed for 
others of like denom inations to be issued 
w ith the words, "prom ise to p ay ” stricken 
from their face, aud an additional am ount 
issued to subsidize th e A m erican M erchant 
M arine, to build the A m erican navy, to 
erect public buildings, 
etc., u n til th eir 
volum e in circulation shall am o u n t to at 
least fifty dollars per capita of the entire 
population. 
T h at th e indications po in t to a greater 
financial panic in th e near future th an this 
country o r the w orid 
ever saw, unless 
wise aud im m ediate provision be m ade for 
a vast am o u n t of m oney to sustain the 
people's tottering confidence.

A bout 5:45 A1 H am m was seen to enter 
his boat a q u arter of a m ile from either up 
th e course an d take a position well out 
from (be shore. 
J . D, P rindle, th e sporting editor of the 
P ittsb u rg Dispatch, w ho had been chosen 
as referee, gave th e word “ Go” at 5:47, and 
aw ay the tw o scnlls sped, T eem er taking 
th e lead alm ost at th e first stroke. 
B y th e 
tim e they reached th e point w here H am m 
set out T eem er wsa nearly tw o lengths 
ahead, and soon took th e inside track. 
> T he referee’s beat was slow in starting, 
but was n ear enough to th e oarsm en before 
th e m ile had been m ade to see H am m get 
directiy in T eem er’s way an d collide w ith 
his boat. 
Soon Teem er was seen to fall behind 
both G audaur and H am m , w ho row ed 
leisurely aw ay from h im , follow ed closely 
by all the river cratt, carrying th e specta­ 
tors, except the referee’s boat. 
T hey reached the end o f the course at 
6:06, T eem er being at the tim e nearly half 
a m ile behind.

H am m denied th e allegations an d in ti­ 
m ated th at T eem er was telling a falsehood, 
w hereupon th e latter rushed at him and 
struck him a fearful blow on th e face. 
T he tw o m en clinched and rolled on the 
floor, but w ete separated, an d H am m was 
induced to leave th e room . 
By this tim e a crowd was at the door 
clam oring for adm ission and dem anding a 
decision by th e referee, w hile several h u n ­ 
dred w ere in th e street in front of th e 
hotel ail eager to know th e result of the 
race. 
In order to avoid violence being done 
here to-night the referee said he w ould no t 
announce his decision u n til to-m orrow 
afternoon.

T h e y H a v e N o t a W a r V essel E q u a l in 
A ny R e s p e c t to th e C h a rle s to n .

S eptem ber 13th. — T h e 
naval officers here, and others w ho have 
h ad to do w ith constructing th e naval ves­ 
sels, find m uch to encourage th eir faith in 
th e A m erican navy an d console them for 
w hat appeared to be bad failures in m arine 
architecture. 
In th e report of latest E nglish naval 
m aneuvres w hich has ju st reached the De­ 
p artm ent, th is report is entitled to w eight, 
as it was m ade by four adm irals com m and­ 
ing th e squadrons. 
First, as to th e torpedo 
boats, they find those boats are of great 
value to blockaded, hu t ill adapted to block­ 
ading w ork, th eir m achinery is constantiy 
in need of repairs, aud they require fre­ 
quent attention in m atters of w ater an d 
coal, and th e detonation of th eir m achinery 
soon took aw ay from th eir speed, w hich 
constituted their principal value. 
T ouching th e larger vessels, th e report 
says from all sides d a rin g th e m aneuvers 
cam e com plaints of defective m achinery. 
T he squadrons w ere constantiy im peded in 
th eir speed and m ovem ents by “ lam e 
ducks ” needing repairs. 
T he failure to realize the speed at w hich 
th e ships w ere rated (from 10 to 17 knots) 
was one o f the m oat disappointing features 
of th e m aneuvers. 
T he beat speed th e 
R u p ert could m ake at tne very beginning 
w as eight knots, th e S hannon kept up nine 
knots w ith difficulty, and an o th er ironclad 
dropped astern m aking less. 
T he Inflexible also fell behind from a 
break in h er engine. 
T he A gincourt, an 
old ship, was steam ing easily for a tim e 
u n d er two boilers. 
T h e vessels th at appeared to travel w ith 
th e greatest ease an d least sm oke w ere the 
Black Prince, b u ilt in 1SC1, th e H ercules, 
b u ilt in 1868, and th e D evastation, b u ilt in 
1871. 
T he H otspur, N ortham pton and 
A ctive (rated at 16 knots) had difficulty in 
keeping up ten knots. 
A lm ost every one o f the fast cruisers 
failed to steam up to th eir n om inal speed 
or to m aintain a m ax im u m steam pres­ 
sure w hen it was reached. 
T he M ersey, an 18-knot ship, steam ed at 
14J knots hut bad to slow dow n for several 
h ours to clean th e tubes. 
T he M ercury was the only cruiser in th e 
first squadron capable of m aking 16 knots 
for 48 hours. 
T his sh ip was b u ilt to com ­ 
pete w ith the W am panoag an d other fast 
boats built by the U nited States at the close 
of th e w ar. 
T he M ohaw k class tailed in 
boilers, and N um ber an d Raccoon prac­ 
tically broke 
dow n. 
T he A rcher and 
Cossack had th eir boilers retubed before 
they had been three m onths in com m is­ 
sion. 
T hese are th e types for our new 2,000- 
ton vessels, but th e m achinery has been 
im proved in design and durability. 
Ser­ 
pent was alm ost constantly u n d er repairs 
w hile in port. 
A n u nusual effort w as 
m ade to introduce like m achinery in to the 
new practice ship3 for A nnopolis. 
T he R attlesnake class proved to be en ­ 
tirely too delicate for rough w ork. 
“ In 
point of fact,” says a correspondent, “ we 
are in th is position the least m aneuvers 
m ay be rendered abortive in th e ineffi­ 
ciency of o ur steam power. 
W hatever else 
the cam paign brings out, it w ill dem on­ 
strate th is to a certainty, th a t there is not 
an officer of eith er of the four squadrons 
th at feels the least confidence in his ship 
to steam in an em ergency.” 
W inding up th eir criticism upon th e m a­ 
chinery trials, the A dm iral says th at in 
view of the failure o f th e ordinary boilers 
at h igh steam pressures th e experiences 
an d experim ents as to th e practical em ­ 
ploym ent of tu b u lar or coil high pressure 


boilers w ill be follow ed w ith increased iu- 
Urest.

TIP AND DOWN THE LOVELIEST AND 
STRANGEST OF BIVEBS. 


Scenes Upon and Along Uie Saguenay 
B lver — L eila J . Lindley’n 
P leasant Journey. 


Steamer U nion,

Saguenay River, Sept. 1,1889. j 
Of late years the Saguenay river has 
come into prominence as a pleasure trip 
for the tourist who is fond alike of fishing 
and of scenery. The angler finds plenty 
of chance here to indulge in his favorite 
pastime, and ample opportunity to feast 
his eyes on the beauties of nature. 
"We left Montrea on the steamer Que­ 
bec, and after a night on the St. Lawrence 
were transferred to this steamer, which 
makes semi-weekly trips to Chicoutimi and 
back. The journey is forty-eight hours 
from Quebec, and you take up your board 
and lodging on the steamer for that length 
of time. Along the St. Lawrence, until 
you reach Tadousac, the trip is not par­ 
ticularly interesting, as for hours you are 
passing by a continuous chain of moun­ 
tains, and a very monotonous chain, too— 
no variety whatever. For sixty miles the 
steamer makes no stop. Then all of a sud­ 
den you look out, and she has landed at a 
lighthouse in the middle of the water. All 
this seems strange, and you wonder why 
such a landing is made. One lone man 
landed at this deserted spot, and we don’t 
know now how he ever reached the main 
land, unless some sailing vessel happened 
along or a chance rowboat. 
Having started on our way we did not 
stop at any place until we reached “Mur­ 
ray Bay,” one of the watering places of 
this section of the country. The first thing 
that attracted our attention was the diffi­ 
culty the pilot seemed to have in landing 
the steamer. 
For half an hour or more 
we backed in and out, turned around and 
backed again; finally the boat went with 
a tremendous crash up against the wharf, 
teariug half the structure away and com­ 
pletely tearing in twain the guard poles 
that hung from the deck. Other than a 
good shaking up there seemed to be no 
harm done, so we went ashore to inspect 
MURRAY BAY, 
Or as much as possible of it in the lim­ 
ited time we had to stay. For a hun­ 
dred yards along the shore were any num­ 
ber of the queerest little conveyances 
called calashes. They are two-wheeled 
contrivances set way up in the air, and 
on a huge spring, resembling the Dolan, 
only about three times as high. To 
crown all this superfluity is a top-heavy 
cover that might have come out of the 
ark, from its antiquated style and ap­ 
pearance. There is a back seat for the 
passenger in this vehicle, and a tiny 
covered rim for the driver. The constant 
feeling is that the Jehu will be hurled 
unceremoniously into your lap, and all 
during the ride you can’t dispel the illu­ 
sion, for every time the wheels go into 
a rut or over any slight obstacle the 
driver sways, and involuntary out go both 
hands to keep him in place, and to save 
your own shins from holding up a burly 
Canadian driver. 
The situation was so 
novel and ridiculous we were in a con­ 
stant state of laughter, and all had the 
side-ache when we got back to the steamer 
whether from an over-indulgence of hi­ 
larity or the extremely perilous attitude 
we had been obliged to assume we hardly 
dared say. 
Nevertheless, if we could 
choose our conveyance hereafter, we de­ 
cided unanimously in favor of some other 
style than a Canada calash. 
Leaving Murray Bay we sailed many 
miles along a rugged shore; and where 
here and there were little villages, such as 
none of us had ever seen before. There 
was, apparently, but one street. The 
houses were all built along this road, and 
about an eighth of a mile apart. Back 
from every house and up on the hill was a 
piece of cultivated land in beautiful order, 
and no doubt the only means of making a 
living the people round about here have. 
It certainly did look queer to see two or 
three straight miles of village and not a 
single house built out of line to mar the 
regularity—each man’s backyard was on 
the hillside, and each one looked so neat 
and deán. Just before dark we landed at 
RIVIERE DU LOUP. 
W hich is on the south side of the St. Law­ 
rence, and immediately opposite Tadousac, 
at the mouth of the Saguenay. Riviere 
du Loup is also on the line of the Inter­ 
colonial Railroad. Crossing from here to 
Tadousac we arrived at the fish-hatchery. 
Again we all went ashore to inspect this 
industry. It was almost too late to see 
much of anything, but we were treated to 
a very good object lesson t.y a gentleman 
who understood the business. 
Night was now upon us and we retired 
to the cabin, where the evening was 
whiled away at whist, music and other en­ 
joyments. All these river steamers have 
pianos and eard-tables, so we can easily find 
some kind of amusement. The next morn­ 
ing was Sunday (this morning) and we 
reached Ha-Ha Bay at 5:Ü0 and remained 
over until half-past ten. This little Catho­ 
lic settlement is on a bay just ofi from the 
river. 
Tradition has it that some sailois 
after vainly trying for hours to find 
anchorage, finally struck bottom and 
laughingly cried “ha-ha”—pleased at hav­ 
ing at last been able to land. 
Hence the 
village took its name, and Ha-Ha Bay it 
has been every since. 
Here is a new, fine church, and we all 
went to morning service. On board were 
a large number of priests from Quebec, 
Les Eboulements, Murray Bay, and from 
all along the line in fact, and they all 
alighted here and went to mass in" the 
chajiel. 
These priests were all en route 
to Chicoutimi, to what is called a retreat. 
They were a most intelligent and interest­ 
ing set of men, and so well informed it 
was a great pleasure to hear them talk. 
We had ample time to inspect 
HA IIA BAY 
And to walk to the hotel on the summit of 
a hill, from which place we obtained a 
magnificent view of the surrounding coun­ 
try. A fishing club, composed of members 
from all over C'anada and the States, con­ 
gregate here during the summer and 
slaughter the finny tribe. Nearly all the 
houses are built of timber hewn by hand, 
and the irregularity of the outside finish 
gives an odd appearance to the dwellings, 
yet some of them are very pretty. It is a 
noticeable fact here that all the roofs 
curve out like a French cocked hat. Why 
or wherefore, 1 do not know, and could not 
seem to find out the reason for such a 
queer curve. It gives all the villages a 
quaint, picturesque sort of look that we 
rather admired. Having taken on the 
freight our funny little Captain decided to 
move on to Chicoutimi, having forgotten 
that many of his passengers were out 
strolling or driving. Anyway, we were 
steaming out into the river when we heard 
such a yeliing and shouting, and way in 
the distance, coming down the hill at a 
breakneck speed, was a two-seated buck- 
bonrd in which were four excited people. 
The Captain was a Frenchman, and he 
gave vent to a few expletives, such as only 
the French can conscientiously indulge in, 
and ordered the steamer hack to the wharf. 
After a few high words the would-be Ad­ 
miral was considerably worsted, for he had 
left ahead of time. Peace restored we 
continued on our way to Chicoutimi, at 
the head of Saguenay river, or rather as 
far as the river is navigable, so they desig­ 
nate this place as the head of the stream. 
Here all the priests left us and went up to 
the Bishop’s Palace on the hill. 


CHICOUTIMI. 
Is over 200 years old, and the first Bishop 
was named Racine—or I am not so sure 
about that either. At any rate, he had 
much to do in establishing a bishopric. 
This diocese comprises about 5,000 souls. 
This is in a great lumber region and that 
is the chief business of the people, though 
a great deal of butter is maide throughout 
this district and sent to various parts of 
Canada. At Chicoutimi there is a fine 
new church in process of erection, a con­ 
vent, hospital, bishop's palace and quite a 
number of good buildings. 
This is en­ 
tirely and unquestionably a Catholic com­ 
munity. In fact, it is the prevailing re­ 
ligion in the Maritime Provinces. Now 
we turn around and descend the Saguenav 
by daylight. We do not touch at Ha Ha 
Bay on the way back. The tide influences 
the course of streams here, and the tide 
being favorable we touched there ou the 
way up. We take a straight course now 
and the wild, high bluffs makes the trip a 
fine and interesting one The water is so 
deep it actually looks like ink. Along in 
the afternoon we came to Points Trinity 
and Eternity or Cai>er, I believe they are 
called. They are 1,800 and 1,500 feet 
high, respectively. The boat goes near the 
shore as possible, and to look up at those 
mammoth cliffs is surely a sight 
GRAND AND SOUL-INSPIRING. 
The magnificence is wonderful. The hight 
is so great there is a feeling that the rock 
is leaning and will tumble down. The 
sensation is a queer one; fascinating in 
the extreme. The wildness and wierdness 
of it is awe-inspiring, and you realize the 
all-powerful handiwork of the Creator. 
“ Grand, gloomy and peculiar”—such were 
my thoughts—majestic and picturesque. 
In my wanderings I have seen nothing to 
equal this spot in the Saguenav. For that 
one sight you feel repaid for the long trip. 
To show how impossible it is to measure 
distances, a bucketful of stones were 
brought on deck, and all the gentlemen 
attempted to hit the rock. To us it seemed 
as though we were not many yards away 
from the cliff, yet our gentlemen found it 
next to impossible to strike the blufl ; the 
stones invariably fell in the water. Just 
around the turn from this royal mass of 
rock is Echo Lake. The steamer blows 
her whistle and a most distinct echo is 
returned. The little Captain seemed to 
enjoy this part of the performance, for he 
kept it up until we were all about deaf. 
All along now until night the scenery is 
lovely. Back we come by the little fish­ 
ing villages, the lighthouse stations and 
and all the queer little places that line 
this and the St. Lawrence river. In the 
latter water is the only place I have seen 
movable light houses. I could not imag­ 
ine what they were at first. They are set 
into a kind of boat, and I asure you they 
are queer-looking things. I do not envy 
the proprietors of these aquatic resi­ 
dences their places of abode, for they must 
be very unsubstantial in rough weather. 
“ The shades of night are falling f a s t w e 
are 
A HAPPY FAMILY 
In the cabin. The night air is very cold, 
and we cannot sit outside. There is not 
enough moon to count, so we are all cosily 
fixed inside. The cabin is cheerful and 
warm. Some are reading, some talking 
and several snoozing, and I am in a corner 
by myself, trying in my inexperienced 
way to tell you of our most delightful 
journey up and down the loveliest river 
we have seen. None of us have been 
“ abroad,” but we have heard others say 
that much of this scenery is like Scotland, 
so we will stretch our imaginations a little 
bit, close our eyes, aud for a minute or two 
think we are in Bobby Burns’ poetical 
country. True, the Saguenay is not in our 
own Ünited States, but it is a river of 
America, and while we have Yosemite and 
Watkins’ Glen, N. Y., the picturesque 
Hudson and dozens of other lovely sights, 
we can aflord to be magnanimous and al­ 
low our Canadian cousins the broad St. 
Lawrence, a share in Niagara and the ma­ 
jestic cliffs of the beautiful Saguenay. We 
are all very sorry it is dark. Very soon 
we shall all “seek the seclusion which the 
cabin grants,” and lie down to pleasant 
dreams. After gazing at so much mag­ 
nificence we are all well content to rest, 
and we will, if all goes well, wake up in 
the morning and view the old French 
town of Quebec. I paused just here to 
rush with the crowd out on deck to see 
THE NORTHERN LIGHTS. 
I had heard of this spectacle, but have 
never seen it until to-night. Above, the 
starry heavens ; to the right and left, the 
overhanging crags and lofty precipices. 
In front of us, as we stand on the rear deck 
of the steamer, the northern lights, a pan­ 
orama well worth seeing. The night is 
very cold and we cannot linger to look 
upon the beautiful scene. 
From Chicoutimi there is a stage road 
to Lake St. John, now coming into repute 
as an angling reoort. Lake St. John can 
lie more easily re. . bed by rail from 
Quebec. Not far away is Cacouna, a de­ 
lightful watering place on the river, 
where there is good salt water bathing. 
To witliing thirty miles of Quebec the St. 
Lawrence is salt, so a dip in the “briny 
deep” is most enjoyable on a pleasant day. 
Having lived on board ship for the best 
part of two weeks, we will be glad to get 
to a regular bonafide land hotel. The 
Saguenay river steamers aflord the best ac­ 
commodations we have encountered. The 
rooms are excellent, considering; the 
meals extremely good. 
Indeed, we all 
agreed as to the superior quality of the 
coflee—abundance of fruit, attentive wait­ 
ers and good service generally. 
On the 
contrary, the steamers that leave Toronto 
for Montreal arc very inferior, the meals 
atrocious, lack of cleanliness and a gen­ 
eral mussiness detracts from the enjoy­ 
ment of any thing. The boat on which 
we were, stranded in a shoal in the Thou­ 
sand Islands just a trip or two before we 
went on her. That, however, wasn’t the 
boat’s fault, and we’ll not complain so long 
as we were piloted safely through. Luck- 
ilv, we have had no rough weather. 
Everything has been most delightful, and 
we anticipate more pleasure as we con­ 
tinue on.

L ow er Ca l ifo r n ia, 1889. 
The student of ethnology, however ultra- 
Protestant his religious views, must admit 
that he owes a great deal to the Jesuits for 
their zeal in propagating a knowledge of 
the lands they visited. Especially is this 
true of America, and the numerous writ­ 
ings of the early fathers form the founda­ 
tion upon which are based all subsequent 
researches. They gave the first faithful 
accounts of the New W orld; and under 
their motto: u Ad Majorem Dei Glorúim ’’ 
(“To God’s Greater Glory”) they not only 
built chapels and cottages in the wilder' 
ness, but erected observatoris and made 
maiis. Few, indeed, are the districts in 
America concerning which they have not 
supplied the oldest and best works; and 
one can scarcelv attempt the study of any 
aboriginal language 
without 
finding 
that a Jesuit 
has been there before 
him and left a grammar for l.is guid­ 
ance. Besides possessing the courage 
of martyrs, many of them were men 
of great learning, the most enthusiastic 
naturalists and geographers, the best as­ 
tronomers and mathematicians of their 
time. 
It will be remembered that the Society 
of Jesus, which exerted such an influence 
upon the fate of California, was founded in 
1534, by Ignatius of Loyola, and five of 
his friends—its original purpose being 
only a visit to the Holy Land. Wars 
with the Turks forbidding that mission, 
the historic six turned their attention to­ 
ward the new issues that arose with the 
Reformation—so effectually, that for two 
hundred years the “ Society ” filled a large 
space in the ecclesiastical and political his­ 
tory of the world; until Pope Clement X. 
felt constrained to issue an edict, suppress­ 
ing it in all the States of Christendom. 
Viewed in the impartial light of history, 
one is amazed to note how their numbers 
increased; for, besides the three-fold obli­ 
gation common to all Romish orders (of 
chastity, poverty and obedience), these 
added before unheard-of austerities, and 
bound themselves unreservedly to go as 
missionaries to any remote corner of the 
globe the Pope might indicate. Nor were 
their ranks recruited from the poor and 
ignorant, and after entering the Order, 
twelve long years of strict seclusion, hard 
study, prayer and mortification were re­ 
quired before one could aspire even to 
the humble office of priest. Yet at their 
second centennial they numbered 22,589 
with nearly a thousand schools and col­ 
leges, and 379 mission stations in various 
infidel countries. Their decline was as 
rapid as their rise—though only in France 
and Spain were they subjected to the un­ 
due severity of being 
DRIVEN INTO EXILE. 
I think it was about the year 1767 that, 
by edict of Carlos III., all members of the 
Order of Jesus were banished from Spain 
and her transatlantic colonies, including, 
of course, those priests who had long been 
laboring in Lower California. And a bit­ 
ter thing it must have been for those 
faithful friars, who had deprived them­ 
selves of every comfort in this almost un­ 
inhabitable wilderness, to be compelled to 
resign the fruits of their labors into the 
hands of a rival Order—the Dominicans— 
and themselves go into the world home­ 
less, digraced, through no sin of their own. 
The story of Jesuitic explorations in 
Lower California sounds like a romance or 
an epic poem. Early as 1683 they had 
pierced to the heart of the peninsula and 
tn a few years had built up sixteen vil­ 
lages. Through a learned Jesuit monk it 
was first discovered that the country was 
not an island, as Cortez and his followers 
had falsely declared, and through these 
same missionaries it was made known that 
what the Spanish had represented as an 
El Dorado, wonderfully rich in diamonds 
and all precious metals (in order to gain 
greater glory and emoluments for their 
discovery) was mostly arid and barren, 
without water or treasure of any kind. 
The early fathers found the peninsular 
Indians about the most degraded speci­ 
mens of humanity in existence, even 
lower than the beasts of the field, content 
to lie all day upon their faces stark naked 
in the sand basking, like snakes, in the 
hot sun. They had no city, village, hut 
cr dwelling of any description, no laws, 
no idols and most of them entertained no 
religious ideas. A few of the tribes were 
moon worshipers and a few were imbued 
with a secret horror of three invisible 
divinities, supposed to be moved by mortal 
hatred and to wage perpetual war with 
one another and to vent their rage upon 
helpless man. 
Among such cieatures the learned and 
pious monks made what Baron von Hum­ 
boldt called “A peaceful conquest of the 
country,” using no force but disinterested 
kindness, united with God-like patience. 
One of the banished Jesuits—a German 
named Jacob Baegert—wrote a book after 
spending seventeen years on the peninsula, 
which gives a detail account of this part of 
the American continent and its aboriginal 
inhabitants, about whom less is known 
than of any other indigenous race. I have 
lately secured this genuine treasure— 
which is now rare, even in Germany, and 
probably not half a dozen other copies 
could be found on this side of the sea. 
The quaint volume, of 350 pages (of course 
in the German language), was printed in 
Mannheim in 1773, and its translated title 
reads, “An Account of the American 
Peninsula of California; with a two-fold 
Appendix of False Reports. W ritten by a 
Priest of the Society of Jesus, who lived 
there many years past.” 
Its author does not mention over which 
of the twelve peninsula missions he pre­ 
sided, but says that he lived under the 28th 
degree, twelve leagues from the Pacific— 
or rather we should say twelve stunden, the 
German xtunde being a little less than the 
French lieue. There were two missions 
under that latitude, those of Septem Do- 
lorum (Seven Sorrows), and of Saint Aloy- 
sius; and probably This was the latter, it 
being nearest the sea. He gives 
A DOLEFUL ACCOUNT 
Of the country, describing it as covered 
with mountains, rocks and sand, almost 
destitute of water and trees, but abounding 
with thorny shrubs. Says h e: “No one 
need be afraid to drown himself, but the 
danger of dying from thirst is much 
greater. In all the land there are but six 
brooks of running water; and only four of 
these reach the sea, the rest being swallowed 
up not far from their sources in rocks and 
sand.” 
Evidently Father Baegert was not much 
of a naturalist, and that part of the book 
which treats of animals is most curious, 
with an originality of classification that 
would astouish an Agassiz. He speaks of 
bats as birds, and again as “vermin,” and 
under the latter expressive if not strictly 
scientific term, includes also snakes, scor­ 
pions, centipedes, toads, wasps, ants and 
grasshoppers. 
He indulges in serpent 
stories worthy the wildest visions of an in­ 
ebriated “snake editor,” and, if one may 
believe him, the rattlers must have been 
even more numerous and sociably inclined 
than now. He bemoans the scarcity of 
fish away from the ocean, and the fact that 
during I>ent his supply of that food had to 
be brought from the Pacific, thirty-six 
miles distant, adding that on other days of 
abstinence, his meal consisted of dry beans 


and a little goats' milk, and now and then 
a bird’s egg, when one could b : found. 
The good father advances a new theory 
as to the origin of the name Ccd’/ornia, 
declaring it to be a contraction of the 
Latin words calida fornix — hot oven. 
Though representing the peninsula as hot, 
sterile and almost without rain, he admits 
that whenever water is turned on, the soil 
exhibits surprising fertility. He writes: 
“One may plant what he chooses, it will 
thrive, the earth yielding one hundred 
fold. In the same year a field will yield 
double and sometimes a three-fold harvest 
of corn, that grows to prodigious height, 
bearing twelve ears on the stalk. It is 
only to be regretted that such humid 
places are of rare occurrence, and that 
often one cannot find water for irrigating 
a certain piece of ground within from forty 
to ninety miles." 
But it should be re­ 
membered that Father Bargert lived near 
the Tropic of Cancer, where excessive 
heats are expected, and that most of the 
missionary efforts in California were con­ 
fined to the drvest and hottest coasts. 
Washington Irving states, but 1 do not 
know upon what authority, that when the 
missions were first established in Lower 
California the aborigines numbered about 
30,000. Bargert says: “In a country so 
sterile as this, the inhabitants cannot be 
great, for most of them would die of hun­ 
ger were it densely populated. Conse­ 
quently there are few Californians in pro­ 
portion to the great extent of territory— 
almost as few as if there were none at all. 
One may travel in ten different parts, 
four days or more, without seeing a single 
human being.” 
A pecu liaritv of the country to-day is 
that one may travel scores of miles with­ 
out finding the slightest trace of human 
occupancy; or if, at rare intervals, he sees 
an Indian family, they will be squatted 
silently on a bare hillside, with no shelter 
but the sky. 
THE MISSIONARIES 
Were never able to induce the natives to 
abandon “all out-doors” for an abiding- 
place. They built themselves houses, 
churches and barracks of adobe, or stone, 
but the Indians continued to spend their 
days in the sen and their nights with the 
sky for a counterpane. Only during the 
season of cold winds could they be per­ 
suaded to erect any sort of shelter, and 
that merely a rude break-weather of sage­ 
brush—about three feet high, in the shape 
of a half-moon—behind which they hud 
died. Baegert excuses their shiftlessness 
in this wise: “If they had houses, they 
would be compelled to carry thc-m about 
like snails or turtles, for the necessity of 
collecting food urges them to wander con­ 
stantly. They cannot start every morn­ 
ing from the same place and return thither 
in the evening, since a single tract of land 
cannot provide for the smallest tribe. To­ 
day the water will fail; to-morrow they 
have to go a long distance to gather a 
certain fruit or seed then fit for food. I 
am not mistaken in saying that most of 
them change their night quarters at least 
a hundred times in a year, hardly ever 
sleeping three successive times in the same 
part of the country.” 
As the blue sky roofed their only habi­ 
tation, so, in the days of the missionaries, 
their own brown skins were all the cloth­ 
ing they cared for. The males and chil­ 
dren perambulated the earth, from birth to 
death, in astate of perfect nudity, and so did 
most of the women—except a few young 
belles, among whom the fashion existed of 
wearing on festive occasions a sort of 
apron, which the monk describes as “about 
a span wide, of different length, generally 
reaching to the knee, leaviug naked both 
sides of the thighs.” This regalia must 
resemble Japanese portieres in workman­ 
ship, being merely strings of cactus fiber 
on which are strung short sections of 
water-reed, like beads on a rosary. A 
number of these strings, hitched close 
together on a girdle of rawhide, hang 
down before and behind. The men, like 
the women, allow their hair to grow long, 
and when it becomes too tangled and 
thickly populated to be longer endured 
(such a thing as a comb or brush being 
unheard of), it is chopped off with a sharp 
flint and allowed to grow again. Formerly 
the ears of all male children were pierced 
with a pointed stick, and into the aperture 
bones and bits of wood were inserted, often 
enlarging the lobes to such a degree that 
they actually hung down upon the shoul­ 
ders when the person was grown to man’s 
estate. On gala days they further en­ 
hanced their natural beauty by daubing 
different parts of the body with streaks of 
red and yellow, the colors being obtained 
from berries, or by burning certain min­ 
erals. Though the native Californian dif­ 
fers totally from his brother Mexican in 
language and habits, he has the same 
clove-colored hide, varying in shade from 
tan to copper. 
THE NEW-BORN BABIES 
Are white as Anglo-Saxons, but soon the 
darker blood begins to show itself. The 
straight, coare hair is black as pitch, and 
seldom grows gray, even in extreme old 
age. 
All are beardless, eyebrows but 
slightly defined, and the teeth whiter than 
pearls, though never cleaned. As a rule 
they are taller than the other Indians of 
Mexico, and remarkably supple, one of 
their favorite amusements being to stand 
upright on one leg, and with the toes of 
the other foot to lift stones, bones and sticks 
from the ground to their mouths. 
Before the coming of the Spaniards the 
Californians believed that their country 
comprised the whole world, and that thev, 
themselves, were its sole inhabitants. 
Though small numerically, they were di­ 
vided into a great many tribes, each tribe 
speaking a different tongue. The mission­ 
aries complained that in the space of 180 
leagues, they had to learn nineteen differ­ 
ent dialects. In reality, there were but 
three distinct languages among the penin­ 
sula tribes, the Moqui, Pericu and Cachi- 
mi. Father Baegert says that though a 
mission contained but a thousand souls, it 
might embrace as many little nations 
among its parishioners as Switzerland 
counts cantons and allies. His own mission 
barely enumerated 500, yet consisted of 
eleven distinct tribes, each speaking a 
separate language. In order that you may 
imagine how easy those dialects were to 
learn, I will mention the names of some of 
the tribes—Teenquabebes ; Ulshipuges; 
M itshirihutamri; Mitshirikuteurus, and 
M i tspi rikutaau ajueres. 
It is not to be expected that people in so 
low a state of development should have 
used many implements. Their entire out­ 
fit for all occasions in life consisted of a 
bow and arrows, a flint instead of a knife 
and a bone or piece of pointed wood for 
digging roots. A big turtle-shell served 
for basket, cradle, shovel and soup tureen ; 
a 
bladder 
for carrying water, and 
the 
skin 
of a 
wild-cat 
or 
a 
net of cactus-fiber answered 
for a 
“ Saratoga,” in which to transport the 
whole business. They were and still are 
skillful archers, and their bows, made of 
the roots of wild willows, were more than 
six feet long, strung with the intestines of 
animals. The shafts of their arrows were 
common reeds, straightened by fire, each 
decorated with four feathers at one end, 
and a piece of pointed wood at the other, 
or a flint of triangular shape, indented like 
the edge of a saw. As they never made 
war, and there were no powerful animals 
to kill, or need of self-defense, their primi­ 
tive arms answered their purpose as well 
as more modern weapons. 
Father Baegert says that when the mis­ 
sionaries found them they lived in utter 
licentiousness, without shame or fear, and 
that the feelings of love and jealousy were 
unknown among them. Each man took 
as manv wives as he liked, and, if there 
were several sisters in the family, he es­ 
poused them all at once. But for some 
time the son-in-law was not allowed to 
look upon the face of his mother-in-law. or 
any of the female relations of his numer­ 
ous wives, and must step aside and hide 
himself whenever they were present. They 
had no regard for consanguinity, and the 
missionaries found many cases where a 


man counted his own nieces, sisters and 
daughters among the number of his wives.

CATTLE TRADE SWINDLES 
Sm all H erds M ade to B ring the Price* 
of L ar-e Om»s. 
An Eastern exchange has the following 
story, which is probably slightly exag­ 
gerated : 
“ Yes, there have been a great manv 
horse and cattle swindlers in the West re­ 
cently," said a well-known citizen of Den­ 
ver, Colorado, in the St. James Hotel, re­ 
cently. “ But I don't think there is any 
such glorious career before the young fel­ 
lows who are going into the business as old 
Tom Mendenhall has enjoyed. 
"H e is the man who used to run the to­ 
mahawk brand up in Wyoming, aud is 
now a big ranchman in Montana. Tom 
had a streak of back luck some years ago 
and had hardly a dollar in ready inonev 
left. His herd numbered about 1,000 or 
1.200 head, and he did some deep thinking 
as to how he could turn them at a profit. 
By and by some men came along wanting 
to buy a ranch and cattle. Mendenhall 
got hold of them. They asked him how 
many cattle he had. He pulled out his 
books and the figures showed 10,000 head, 
about ten times as many as lie reallv 
owned. Tom had set down every head lie 
had ever bought or raised, but lie had 
failed to deduct the number that had died 
off’ or been sold. 
“ The Eastern men were a little back­ 
ward on accepting book figures aud wanted 
to count the stock. This Torn represented 
as impossible; the herd was too large, but 
if they so desired, he would round them 
up and drive them by a certain spot, so the 
purchasers could view them. This idea 
suited, aud the day was fixed for the show. 
A little way back of the ranch were a 
couple of hogbacks with a narrow cut be­ 
tween them. Mendenhall g >t his men to­ 
gether, told them what he wanted and 
promised them each a big sum if the 
scheme worked all right. He got his 
1.200 head rounded up behind the hog­ 
backs and then took his purchasers out in 
a wagon to the mouth of the cut. The 
boys started the cattle through the gap, 
and as soon as they had passed the wagon 
turned them around and run them in be­ 
hind the hogback again. 
“ There was just enough stock to make a 
complete circle of six or seven abreast 
round the hill, and they kept running 
round that hill all the forenoon, and the 
Eastern fellows thought they were getting 
all the stock in the country, and couldn't 
close the deal quick enough. Tom gave 
them a bill of sale of his herd and brand— 
didn’t specify any particular number—took 
his pay, $110,000 cash, and went to Mon­ 
tana, where his home is now. 
“ In the spring of 1885 two brothers 
named McWatty came over from Scotland 
with the intention of engaging in cattle 
ranching. 
“ They had been warned by a fellow- 
countryman who had paid dearly for his 
experience not to buy cattle by ‘book 
statement,’ but to personally count every 
head they purchased. Among the many 
acquaintances they made was that of 
Charlie Williams, who owned a small ranch 
and 500 head of cattle out on Sand creek. 
Charlie was a pretty smooth talker and 
would sell anything he had, foreigners be­ 
ing his favorite buyers. Soon after meet­ 
ing the McWattys, W illiams told them 
that, as the high altitude of Wyoming did 
not agree with him, he would have to sell 
his ranch and go away, and if they wanted 
to buy a ranch here was a good chance. 
For a stated sum of money he would sell 
them his ranch and 1,500 head of cattle, 
and count out every head, and also make 
them a present of his ten saddle horses. 
The McWattys thought nothing could be 
fairer than this, and that they had found 
a baigain. 
“ A day or two passed and the brothers 
told Williams they would accept his offer 
and would be out to the ranch on a certain 
day to count the stock and take possession. 
Charlie at once went home to arrange mat­ 
ters. He only owned 500 head of cattle 
and he liad agreed to count out 1,500 head. 
There was a ranchman living further up 
Sand creek, who owned lots of cattle, and 
whose brand, to the eye of a novice, was 
the same as Williams. ’ To this man W ill­ 
iams went and borrowed a thousand head 
for a few days. He drove them to his 
ranch and put them in a big corral, and in 
an adjoining smaller corral he placed his 
own five hundred. The Scotchmen arrived 
on time, and taking a seat on the fence 
near the corral gate proceeded to count the 
cattle as they passed out. 
“ Charlie took good care to keep the cat­ 
tle moving and plenty of dust flying, and 
along with his 500 head the borrowed 
stock went through the gate and were 
counted without a suspicion of the differ­ 
ence in the brands. 
“ Soon the whole herd had passed out on 
the prairie and were scattered everywhere. 
The Scotchmen, after an inspection of the 
buildings and horses, expressed themselves 
well satisfied, paid over their money and 
took receipts.”

W . W . Stone gives the Washington 
T erritory Farmer the following running 
comments

America has the honor of producing a 
breed of fowls which has been justly 
named the “K ing of the Poultry-Y ard.” 
George T. Pitkin, one of America’s leading 
poultry-breeders, says of the Plym outh 
Rock : 
“No one can with truth deny the 
asseition th at the Plym outh Rock is the 
acknowledged ‘king of the poultry-yard.’ 
Take a well-bred typical Plym outh Rock, 
and there is no fowl more beautiful and no 
breed comes as near being an all-purpose 
fowl. 
lie is large enough and not too 
large, will forage and pick up his own liv­ 
ing where any other fjw l can live (though 
any chicken th at is worth keeping at all 
is worthy of being fed enough besides 


readily. 
The color of the sets is red. 
They appear on the top of the seed stalks 
and appear to have'monojwlized the place 
of seeds. 
This onion never produces seed. 
The young plants have a pinkish white 
color, but are not colored enough to injure 
their marketing qualities. 
The sets may 
be harvested and the roots or bulbs (for 
they mature a rather poor onion in the 
fall) may be left for almost any length of 
time in the soil, and they will continue 
year after year to grow and produce sets 
and bunch onions. 
They may be propaga­ 
ted from offsets as well as from sets. 
In 
general cultivation the sets should be 
planted every fall in rows thirteen inches 
apart, on rich, light soil, putting the sets 
three inches deep and three inches apart 
in the row. 
The r¡i>ened bulb is of no 
value for culinary purposes. 


HIGH CULTURE AND PRUNING. 
The late E. P. Roe used to say that the 
secret of success in small fruit culture 
m ight be found in two words, stim ulation 
and restriction. 
By stim ulation he meant 
a thoroughly pulverized and enriched soil. 
This is especially necessary to the straw­ 
berry, the foreign raspberry and all the 
currants. 
A ram pant growing raspberry, 
like the C uthbert or Turner, and our 
vigorous 
blackberries, do not 
require 
stim ulation, but they do require restric­ 
tion. 
By restriction he meant the de­ 
velopment of fruit, rather than wood or 
vines. 
Set out a strawberry plant in very 
deep, rich, moist soil, and its tendency is to 
follow the great law of nature and propa­ 
gate itself; but to the degree th a t it makes 
plants it cannot make fruit.

end of eighteen months

wrong ; it is either a ‘cull’ (for they fre­ 
quently occur even among the finest of 
breeds) or a mongrel mixed breed. 
P ly­ 
m outh Rocks are among the best egg-pro­ 
ducing breeds, laying a large, yellow, and 
rather round egg, and about eight or nine 
to the pound. 
There are some strains that 
have been bred especially to improve their 
laying qualities, and some of these strains 
are as near non-sitters as can be found 
among the large breeds. 
W ell-bred Ply- ; 
mouth Rocks will lay from 140 to 175 eggs 
per year, and this is from 40 to 75 more 
eggs than the common scrub chickens will 
lay.

There are now three varieties of the j 
Plym outh Rock breed, viz: Barred P ly - ! 
mouth Rocks (single comb), Pea Comb ! 
Plym outh Rocks (combs small with three

has a pure white plumage, but iu every 
other particular is exactly like the Barred 
variety. 
They are more easily bred true 
lo the standard than the Barred varieties, 1 
are said to be better layers, and they are 
evidently the best breed in existence for 
m arket purpose.

arc square and plump in body, and their 
skin being of a clean, rich yellow color, i 
they make the best appearance as first-. 
class broilers, which they truly are. 
The . 
reputation of this valuable breed has been , 
greatly injured by the carelessness in -e- ■ 
lecting ana breeding them au’ong farmers. ‘ 
A nything that had even the slightest re­ 
semblance to a Plym outh Rock was taken 
for one and thought to be as good as any, 
and thus this most valuable breed has been j 
run into almost mere scrubs. 
Some of this 
class of Plym outh Rocks have been brought 
to this coast by emigrants and thus being 
im(»orted (?) they were of course ‘fine 
birds.’ 
But fortunately this grade of 
Plym outh Rocks is short-lived ; for as the 
poultry interest increases, associations will 
be organized, poultry shows held, and thus 
our farmers will soon know what good 
birds are when they see them. 
Leading 
poultry breeders are gradually improving 
on this now almost perfect breed, and the 
scrub Plym outh Rocks, like the Chinese, 
will socn have to go.”

! During an entire season the useful work so 
' performed will be very great. 
A tlock of 
] hens on a range will find all the Insect food 
desired, and will need no aid from the 


i owner. 
This is well enough as it appears, 
f and saves expenses, but their credit should 
he given the destruction of insects. 
If 
some correct estim ate of the num ber of in­ 
sects destroyed by one hundred fowls could 
be made for one year, the result would be 
astonishing. 
If we could put it at half a 
peck for each hen, it m ight not be too 
large, but allowing only two quarts of in­ 
sects for each hen during one year, and we 
have over three bushels destroyed by one 
hundred fowls. 
T his means fewer insects 
to be killed the next season. 
W e have 
seen a brood of turkeys clean cut all the 
worms in a tobacco field in one day, and 
though the adult potato beetles are injuri­ 
ous to fowls, yet the hens will eat the eggs 
and grubs of the beetles if given an op­ 
portunity. 
The destruction of insects 
should always he considered in the m atter 
of poultry management.— American Fanner.

Tokio is the most interesting city of 
Japan, and he who has not seen it has not 
fairly seen the Sunrise kingdom. 
Like 
London, Tokio is made up of a great num­ 
ber of villages, and its population of a 
million and a half people is scattered over 
an area of 100 square miles. 
It seems 
thickly populated, although one frequently, 
in walks and rides about the city, come 
upon great gaps where the villages do not 
meet, aud where the streets widen out 
into clearings of rural appearance. 
The 
palaces are all within stoue walls, so that 
in that they add nothing to the architect­ 
ural beauty of the city. 
They are low, 
unimposing buildings. 
Tokio is a city of gardens. 
Besides its 
hundreds of acres of temple groves, there 
are many public parks open to the peopile 
at all seasons of the year. 
The most 
noted one is Oeno, where are good zoologi­ 
cal gardens and fine art museums, which 
are being constantly improved by the 
Government. 
H ere the great celebration 
in honor of General G rant’s visit occurred, 
and the trees which he and his wife 
planted still flourish. 
B ut in addition to 
these, every house has its tiny gardens, 
w ith little waterfalls, m iniature lakes and 
mountains, and dwarfed trees. 
These are 
always at the rear of the house, inclosed 
by high walls and bamboo fences, so th at 
the streets are not enhanced by their 
beauties. 
Tokio streets are always clean and hard, 
except during rain, when they are decid­ 
edly m nddy and inconvenient, as there are 
no pavements. 
The old stone walls have 
decidedly interfered with straight streets, 
and the corners are so sharp th at jin rik - 
isha boys are obliged to keep up a constant 
yelling to notify people around the corner 
of their approach, and even then, collis­ 
ions are not always avoided. 
Each of the 
few carriages th at are driven in Tokio has 
an outrider to clear the way. 
There are, however, many wide and 
beautiful streets, those around the palace 
parks being especially beautiful, circling, 
as they do, for miles around the moats, 
whose green banks, sloping gradually back 
for a hundred feet or more, are shaded bv 
the dark piues. 
In the business portion of Tokio the 
streets are often narrow and cut in every 
direction by canals, which are dry when 
the tide is out. 
But there are open sew­ 
ers on every street, and while these do not 
conduce to the health of the people, their 
absence would revolutionize the household 
economy of the citizens. 
W ithin the dis­ 
tance of a square one can see gardeners 
washing their vegetables in them , jinrik- 
isha men scrubbing their faces, and jinrik- 
isha women scouring their pots and wash­ 
ing their rice, laundrymen using them for 
tubs, street sweepers piling in d irt, and 
housekeepers em ptying household refuse. 
Tokio streets are as crooked as Boston 
streets aud more difficult to find one’s way 
around in, for, to say nothing of the strik ­ 
ing monotony in architecture aud one’s 
inability to read the signs, the houses are 
numbered in the order of the sale of the 
lot by th e Government, so th at numbers 
one and forty-nine may he side by side, 
and the intervening numbers in so" many 
directions. 
Bridges—regular old Roan bridges they 
are—are numerous, and 
these are all 
named, so that, having become fam iliar 
w ith them , they are helpful in locating 
points. 
There are now between five and ten 
miles of street-car line, an 1 nearly twenty 
miles more are projected. 
The street-ca’r 
and railw ay companies here have every 
encouragement to' build, fro no people in 
the world are better patrons of all modes 
of conveyance than the Japanese. 
Cars, 
boats and trains are crowded every day in 
the year, as are also the shabby old hacks 
th at ply up and down Broadway with such 
miserable horses th at you expect every 
trip will be their last one. 
But the Ja p ­ 
anese driver can make horses go when no 
other driver could. 
H e is paid to drive 
them, and drive them he does, standing in 
his seat and applying the whip at every 
step, until the horses clench their teeth, 
brace their hacks together, and gallop off 
with a noise like a freight train. 
The Japanese policemen, of whom there 
seemed to be an army in Tokio, are from 
the old Sam urai families, who furnished 
the brave Japanese in feudal days. 
They 
are an intelligent class, and, in addition to 
passing a rigorous exam ination in m ilitary 
tactics when they enter the service, are re­ 
quired to practice fencing every day in the 
official drili-rooins and to pursue other 
studies as well. 
English is much coveted 
by them , and many are being reached by 
the missionaries who use no other English 
text books than the Bible. 
They wear black uniforms, with g ilt­ 
handed cap and buttons, and carry swords. 
Instead of whistles, they rattle two bones. 
Thieves and others are always notified of 
th eir approach by th eir clack, clack, clack, 
as they walk up on down the streets, call­ 
ing out the hour, although th eir purpose 
is to thus reassure peaceable people. 
The 
solemn-faced little men never get out of 
their regular pace, and towards foreigners 
are particularly accommodating. 
T heir 
detective system is so efficient th at cities 
of the west have w ritten for information 
in regard to it. 
Tokio is well lighted, not only w ith the 
lanterns pud lamps which illum inate the 
shops and 
which jinrikisha 
men are 
obliged to carry, but with gas and elec­ 
tricity. 
T he Japanese have entered so 
vigorously into the manufacture of elec­ 
tric apparatus that electric hells and lights 
can be used in their houses at less cost 
than in America. 
Ginza, “silver seat,” is the Broadway of 
Tokio, and a stroll down this street gives 
one a bird’s-eye view of all that is being 
done in arts and industry not only in 
Tokio but in all the empire, for the "pro­ 
ducts of Japan are found here. 
Nothing 
in Tokio shops is shut in by glass doors 
and windows during business hours, and 
one can look aud handle to his heart’s con­ 
tent, the shopman or the sliopwoman, as it 
generally is, leaving you to your own 
devices, apparently 
unconcerned as to 
whether you buy or not. 
Indeed, the 
most trying thing in Japanese shopping is 
this indifference on the shop people's part. 
One can never hurry in shopping here, 
but must take his time or pay double the 
worth of an article. 
The Japanese bazaars, where everything 
is kept, and which are subject to inspec­ 
tion by the Government, are the only 
places where there are fixed prices. Every 
ether shop-keejier expects to come down 
on his first price. 
Shops are turned into manufacturing 
rooms here, and as one passes along he 
sees in the largest umbrella stores the 
work still going ou. 
There is no place like Japan for china 
shops. 
The floors are heaped up with 
china out to the pavement— for Ginza has 
broad pavements—and curious pieces of 
porcelain, such as curio hunters tn Amer­ 
ica would treasure on his parlor mantel, 
can be bought for five or ten cents, and a 
foreigner has to guard himself or he will 
be loaded down with cheap clay. 
Here are furniture shops without fur­ 
niture. 
But they are crowded with tiny 
tables, boxes and cases of drawers, such as 
furnish a native house. 
For real tables 
and chairs and wood that will not warp 
and shrink, one must go to foreign shops, 


RICH GEMS IN CLOVER. 


C ostly O rn am en ts D esig n ed by J e w e le r s 
in E m b lem s o f L u ck . 
The influence of “Clover’s” success at 
Palmer’s Theater, New York, has become 
exceedingly widespread. 
This is shown 
by the extensive and increasing use of the 
four-leaved emblem of luck in designs of 
endless variety. 
The stationers have 
caught the idea and have emblazoned the 
daintiest sheets of note paper with raised 
leaves of four-leaved clover in gold and 
silver 
and 
various shades 
in bronze. 
One of the prettiest of these is a square 
corresponding card, in the upper left-hand 
corner of which is stamped in raised de­ 
sign a four-leaf clover of the most, delicate 
shade of green, with a stem of yellowish 
gold. 
The design is also used on the flap 
of the envelope. 
The jewelers have eveu exceeded the 
stationers in their use of the clover, and 
the shop windows and show cases are filled 
with all sorts of ornam ents in the design 
of the four lucky leaves. 
There is au 
astonishing variety of clover scarf-pins for 
gentlemen. 
Some of these are in yellow 
gold, w ith w hat is known as a satin "finish, 
having either a ruby, a diamond, or per­ 
haps a tiny emerald set at the junction of 
the leaves. 
A very pretty design is one 
with enameled leaves of bright green and 
a curling stem of rich yellow gold. 
A 
costly pin is one with four emeralds set 
as four clover-leaves, with a diamond-in- 
erusted stem. 
Diamonds, set as clover- 
leaves on a stem of gold, also form some of 
the prettiest and most expensive of the 
ornam ents for gentlemen’s neckwear. 
For 
the ladies, the jewelers have designed some 
beautiful lace-pins, having the figure of 
the rare four-leaved emblem. 
One of the prettiest ol these has the 
leaves of green enamel, a curling golden 
stem, and nestling at the base of the leaves 
a flawless w hite diamond glittering iu the 
sunlight like a great dewdrop in the early 
morning, the beautiful effect being hight- 
eued by the background of bright green 
leaves for the pure white gem. 
There are designs of clover leaves and 
blossoms in ornam ents for the hair, com­ 
posed of both silver and gold, a very pretty 
variety of clover earrings, and some iu 
enamel, and diamonds for bracelets. 
The 
silversm iths have gone extensively into 
the manufacture of ornam ents designed 
from the clover leaf, and the lucky em­ 
blem can now be found forming th e clasps 
of parses, ou the silver handles of ladies’ 
parasols, and even on the clasps for gar­ 
ters. 
The clover seems to have jumped 
iuto prominence as the national emblem of 
good luck, and the great success of the 
McCaull company in “Clover” appears to 
have had a great ileal to do with it. 


DOMESTIC 
ECONOMY. 


S o m eth in g for A m b itio u s C ooks to E x­ 
p erim en t AVith. 
G keen A pple P ies.—Grate raw six good 
apples, add a cup of sugar, three table­ 
spoonfuls of melted butter, four eggs, a lit­ 
tle lemon juice, a few dried currants and 
a little spice. 
Line nlates with a paste, 
fill and bake without an upper crust. 
L emon Pie .—Beat one cup of sugar and 
one egg together until light, then add a 
half-pint of water, two large soda crackers, | 
rolled fine, aud the juice aud yellow rind 
of one lemon. 
Line two small or one 
large pie dish, pour in the mixture, cover 
with an upper crust and bake in a quick 
oven thirty minutes. 


G r a iia m G e m s.—Separate three eggs. 
Beat the yelks, add to them a pint of 
milk, a teaspoonful of salt aud a pint and 
a half of G raham flour. Beat until smooth, 
add a teaspoonful of melted butter, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and the 
well-beaten whites of eggs; mix all care­ 
fully together and bake in gem pans in a 
quick oven th irty minutes. 


D u t c h Ca k e —Take about two pounds 
of bread dough from the light dough when 
it is ready 
to mold, and add to it three 
ounces of butter, a cup of sugar and two 
eggs well beaten. 
Knead all these to­ 
gether, uisng flour to prevent sticking, 
until the dough is smooth and soft. W ork 
in half a cup of seeded raisins, put in 
greased pans, stand to rise, and when light, 
bake the same as bread. 
Chocolate— Put one quart of m ilk in 
a double boiler. 
Moisten two ounces of 
cocoa and a tablespoonful of rice fíour 
with a little cold milk, then stir it into 
the scalding milk, stir continually until it 
thickens, add two tahlespoonfuls of sugar 
and a teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Then, with 
on egg beater, or whisk, heat rapidly over 
the tire until light and smooth. 
Serve 
with whipped cream. 


F ish P i e .— Take any firm-fleshed fish, 
cut in slices, and season w ith salt and 
pepper; let stand in a cold place for two or 
three hours, then put the sliced fish in a 
baking-disli, with a little cream or water, 
and butter and flour rubbed to a cream, 
with minced parsley and hard-boiled eggs 
sliced; line the sides of the dish half-way 
down, and cover w ith a nice paste. 
Bake 
in an oven quick at first, but gradually 
growing moderate. 
Clam F ritters — D rain 
twenty-five 
clams and cut them into small pieces. Beat 
two eggs w ithout separating, add to them 
a half-pint of milk and a pint of flour; 
beat until smooth, add the clams drained 
free from all liquor, a half-teaspoouful of 
baking powder and a dash of black pepper, 
m ix well and drop by spoonfuls into smok­ 
ing-hot f a t: when brown on one side, turn 
and brown the other. 
W hen done, take 
out with a skimmer. 
Do not pierce w ith a 
fork, or they will be heavy. 


W h it e Ca k e .— Beat a quarter-pound of 
butter to a crean?, add gradually, beating 
all the while, one and one-half enps of 
powdered sugar. 
W hen very light, add 
alternately, a little at a time, one cap 
(half pint) of water and one cup of flour, 
heat until smooth and stir in carefully the 
well-boateu whites of four eggs. 
Measure 
another cupful and a half of sifted flour, 
add 
to it two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and sift again, stir this carefally 
into the cake, add the flavoring, either al­ 
mond or lemon, and bake in a m oderately 
quick oven alsiut forty-five minutes.

MISTLETOE LEGENDS. 


W o n d erfu l 
Q u a lities A ttrib u ted to th e 
P la n t in th e P ast. 
Mistletoe has been credited with super- ■ 
natural powers from a very early period. 
One of the most singular legends about this 
very singular plant is to be found in myth­ 
ological history, where there is au account 
of how Balder, the got! of eloquence and 
poetry, met with his death. 
The young 
god was exceptionally beautiful, and was 
the special pride of his mother, the God­ 
dess of Friga. 
He was also exceptionally 
bold in the chase and in war, and knew no 
fear until one night he dreamed that he 
was about to die. 
The vision was so dis­ 
tinct that he reported it to his mother, who 
was greatly alarmed. 
After consulting 
with Balder’s father, Odin, she summoned 
all the powers of nature, the elements, 
metals, trees, plants and animals, and made 
each vow that under no circumstances 
would it hurt the god of eloquence and 
poetry. 
Satisfied that she had averted all 
danger, she informed Balder of the fact 
and bade him to be of good cheer. 
The young god tlis relieved of all fear 
entered with greater energy than before 
into undertakings involving danger. 
H e 
seemed to court wounds or death, and dis­ 
armed fots who iiad w hat in modern pal­ 
lante would be called “the drop” on him. 
Arrows and missiles struck him in face and 
chest, but did him no harm, for each was 
composed of some m aterial under obliga­ 
tions to secure him from hurt. 
The repu­ 
tation for bravery which Balder earned 
caused Ills enemy, Loke, intense jealousy, 
and this person set to work to ascertain 
where was the young god’s vulnerable 
point. 
Disguised as an old woman lie vis­ 
ited Friga, and flattered her vanity by 
singing the praises of her favorite son. 
In vivid terms he told the proud m other 
how Balder would go into the thick of the 
fight and laugh when arrows or rocks struck 
him. 
F o r once Friga was taken off' her guard, 
and she replied w ith a haughty laugh, “ 1 
believe it, for all these substances are 
sworn not to h u rt him . 
There is nothing 
in nature that can injure him except one 
little plant which grows in the bark of the 
oak. 
I have not troubled to ask its pro­ 
tection, because of its exceeding feeble­ 
ness.” 
Loke waited to hear nothing fur­ 
ther, but,setting aside his disguise, went in 
search of a mistletoe plant. 
Finding a 
large specimen, he made an arrow from it, 
and w ith it shot and killed Balder. Hence 
probably arose the superstition th at no 
layman dared pluck mistletoes, and th at 
any who tore it up by its flimsy root would 
fall from the tree and die. 
O ther super­ 
stitions im ply th at the sap of mistletoe is 
a deadly poison, so powerful th at if it so 
much as touch the skin recovery is impos­ 
sible. 
In the druidical era an elix ir was m an­ 
ufactured from mistletoe, and an im plicit 
belief in its virtues was general. 
Only 
such as grew on the oak could he used (or 
this purpose, and when some was found 
growing on this sacred tree, an imposing 
ceremony was gone through. 
Two white 
bulls were bound to the tree, and thearch- 
druid, dressed in white, ascended it and 
;ut down the plant with a golden sickle. 
Subordinate priests caught it in their vest­ 
ments as it fell, and then sacrifices were in 
order. 
U nder ordinary circumstances the 
bulls were sacrificed, but when it was 
especially necessary to propitiate the gods, 
human beings took the place of the bulls 
and were placed on the altars. 
Finally 
the most wild rejoicings were indulged in, 
and what was not needed for making elixir 
was divided among the participants. 
The 
sanctified twigs were hung up in front of 
the huts to propitiate the sylvan deities 
during the tim e of frost and snow. 
The 
universal remedy made out of the plant by 
the priests was almost the only known an­ 
tidote for poison or specific for disease used 
at the time. 
Among the Scandinavians a mistletoe 
elixir was used for centuries, and there 
are many legends regarding it. 
One is 
connected with a love story. 
Away on a 
solitary mountain there were three or four 
huts occupied by poor peasants, who had 
little intercourse with the outside world. 
About Christmas tim e a beautiful maiden 
fell sick and seemed about to die. 
H er 
sweetheart lived in one of the adjoining 
huts and at once set out to find some mis­ 
tletoe, out of which the old woman could 
brew the onlv remedy for the sick girl. 
It was essential the plant should he found 
in an oak tree, and the young man liad 
many miles to traverse before he could 
find what he sought. 
A t last he was re­ 
warded for his industry, for on a snow- 
covered oak he found an abundance of 
mistletoe. 
In his haste he forgot the 
danger he incurred, and m ounting the 
tree tore off a large plant, immediately he 
fell to the ground and died. 
Many centuries later there is evidence 
th at Englishmen and Scotchmen regarded 
mistletoe with much 
superstitious awe 
and respect. 
The custom of gathering for 
Christmas decorations is so old th at its 
origin can only be surmised. 
Several 
writers speak of the excursions after the 
white-berry bearing plant, and Sir W alter 
Scott refers to the custom : 
Forth to the woods did m erry m ea go 
To gather in the mistfetoe. 
In connection with the little wood-loose- 
strife, known also as the herb twopence 
and herbe mix cent maladies, it was used in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
in an elixir, the praises of which have 
been loudly sung. 
The sanicle or black 
shakerfoot was also used in connection 
with these and alone. 
In the latter case 
it was regarded as unequled for both in­ 
ternal use aud outward application, and 
one w riter says of it: 
“ H e who hath 
sanicle 
needeth 
no 
physician, 
for it 
m aketh whole and 
sound all 
inward 
wounds and outward hurts.

folly, is ip no sense indicative of inability 
to survive the disaster. 
On the contrary, 
Southern California under unexcited pro­ 
gression, slow and natural growth, and 
the steady development of its resources, 
has before it a future of the fairest, and 
promise of the brightest. 
W hile 
we 
deplore 
the 
ills that 
have befallen our neighbors and have faith 
in their ability to weather disaster, we are 
not insensible to the fact that they have 
not suffered alone. Their folly i as to a 
considerable extent been felt in sections 
innocent of the unwisdom. 
Tift collapse 
of the southern boom has not stopped, but 
it lias retarded development ’with us and 
' slowed” the wheels of progress through­ 
out the entire "State. 
It has not pre­ 
vented the central rnd northern sections 
from prospering and advancing in wer.lth, 
population, production and industry; it 
has not divided California and entailed the 
burlens of ati independent State upon the 
south at a time when it is incapable of as­ 
suming the responsibility; but it has in­ 
jured us. It has checked immigration; 
it has alsrmed the East; it has made the 
stranger unduly cautious of investment; it 
has cultivated abroad a feeling of Jistust con 
cerning California, and has made the name 
of the State all but synonymous with terms 
of dishonesty and rascally speculation. 
We have suffered a full share of the re­ 
sult of southern recklessness, but never­ 
theless sincerely condole with our friends 
who have suffered infinitely so much 
more, though conscious of the fact that 
this is one of the cases where the ob­ 
jects of commiseration are very likely to 
exclaim ; “Curse your sympathy, that is 
the very least of our needs.” 


THE RESULT OF THE “ BOOM” 


The petitions of the representatives of 
Southern California to the State Board of 
Equalization preach 
powerful 
sermons 
against the “boom:” lessons of more force, 
directness, and with greater power of con­ 
viction, than all other arguments possible 
to the wit or language of man. 
We are not disposed to exult over our 
fellow-citizens of the south, nor to re­ 
proach them in the least. 
We disavow 
any intention to do so; but there is a 
lesson in the confessed collapse of the 
southern boom that must not be lost by 
failure to refer to it. 
W hile the people of 
the central and northern sections would 
be justified in visiting reproaches upon 
their southern neighbors, they are not dis­ 
posed -to do so. 
W hat is to be said is ut­ 
tered only for the value of the lesson of 
the truth concerning the southern boom. 
The time is not dated far in the past 
when the slightest suggestion, the kindliest 
warning on the part of Central and North­ 
ern California to our friends south of the 
Tehachipi range, that they were pursuing 
an unwise and dangerous policy in foster­ 
ing the boom, drew upon the central and 
northern sections unlimited abuse, and 
unbounded, not to say scurrilous, vitupera­ 
tion from the press and the people of the 
south. It was impossible in all that event­ 
ful period of unhealthy activity and an 
inflamed commercial condition, to reason 
with our neighbors. On the contrary, they 
were not content with their own pros­ 
perity, but industriously assailed with de­ 
traction and misrepresentation those other 
parts of the State that did not run riot in 
the revel of an unwholesome financial and 
realty excitation. 
They insisted to the 
stranger that the center and north were 
Arctic in character, false in representation 
of productive capacity, and deceitful in 
regard to the claims made for a healthful 
and desirable immigration. 
Fortunately 
for the people of the northern counties, 
they were enabled through some seasons of 
unjust assault to maintain their equan­ 
imity and refrain from returning evil for 
evil. Reliant upon the eventual triumph 
of the truth, and trusting to the substan- 
tiability of the resources and capacities of 
the unboomed sections of the State, they 
waited, and with the result that always 
follows such waiting. 
We have—save here and there a sporadic 
instance—indulged in no boom; our values 
have not been iuflated, nor our plains and 
lulls laid out for impossible cities and ab­ 
surd townsites. 
We have not constructed 
monster hotels, nor paved houseless areas 
with walkways of cement and highways of 
stone; we have not invited to us those 
who had speculation simply in view, nor 
Bought to have the non-producer dwell 
with us. 
We have trusted to the natural 
capacity and the resources of the country 
to vindicate our claims, and to legitimate 
industries and substantial production to 
maintain us. As a result, real estate 
values throughout Northern 
California 
have appreciated ; the numerical growth 
of population has been steady, healthful 
and encouraging; the assaults of pests of 
fruit and vine have not prostrated us, be­ 
cause we were able to lean upon our varied 
industries, not all of which are likely at 
any one time to suffer reverses. 
We are 
more populous, richer, stronger and better 
content in the north to-day than yester­ 
day, and were yesterday of greater content 
than the day before. 
It is not the intention to catalogue the 
ills that have followed the collapse of the 
southern boom, nor even to quote the sworn 
and deplorable statements of decline recited 
by the representatives of the south before 
the State Board of Equalization. The fact 
is generally known, that the bottom has 
fallen out of inflation, that the reaction 
inevitably following a commercial carouse 
has set in, and that sober second thought 
has convinced onr friends of the south of 
the uneconomic and unstable character of 
“the boom.” 
We entertain the profound- 
est sympathy for the people of the south, 
and have for them and their favored sec­ 
tion far greater hope and more faith 
in their future than they themselves ap­ 
pear to entertain. There is nothing to 
hope for from the dead “boom ;” there is 
everything to expect from patient industry, 
a genial climate, natural capacity, and the 
energy and courage of a brave people. 
Because Southern California has suffered

“ BOSS” WANTED. 


Republicans do not need a “boss.” 
Ig­ 
norance must be directed, hut intelligence 
is always able to direct itself. 
Organiza­ 
tion in political activity is absolutely nec­ 
essary ; it is requisite in order to prevent 
frauds at the ballot-box, to prevent corrupt 
tnpn from casting illegal votes and from 
counting them out fraudulently; but or­ 
ganization is not necessary to cast the vote 
of the intelligent man, for the intelligent 
man does not need to be a member of a 
club in order to cast his vote. 
Let any 
one ask himself whether or not his mem­ 
bership in a club has any influence upon 
his judgment as to the right principles in 
government, and he will at once see that 
organization is useful only as creating en­ 
thusiasm where there is absence of con­ 
viction. 
Wherever there are convictions 
of right and duty, it is not organization 
that has created them, but in the absence 
of well defined opinions organization and 
the parade, the demonstration and the 
torch-light procession will secure adhe­ 
rents, because these are substitutes for con­ 
viction. 
The Republican party embraces the in­ 
telligence of this country, and hence does 
not need to be led, or controlled, or directed 
in its action; but ignorance does forever 
need just such tutilage. It looks up to the 
leader; it knows nothing that the leader 
does not tell i t ; it accepts and receives 
nothing that is not handed down from a 
leadership; 
hut 
men of independent 
thought are not influenced in that way. 
There never was any necessity for a “boss” 
in this iState, if perhaps we accept San 
Francisco. 
Local politics in that city may 
need to carry over to it a margin of ignor­ 
ance which would go to the other side, but 
for the venal uses of the “boss.” 
The 
«‘bosses” worked with the venal element of 
society, and directed and controlled it; 
they furnished it money, they divided the 
spoils with it. 
Now, men who look about 
to convert their elective franchise into a 
pecuniary advantage of some kind in­ 
variably 
seek 
for 
a 
“boss.” 
But 
that 
condition 
can 
prevail 
only in 
large cities. 
It is 
assumed that there 
are 7,000 votes in San Francisco in­ 
fluenced 
by men who belong to the 
criminal elements of society; ex-convicts; 
men who make their living by unlawful 
means ; “lovers” of bad women, and keep­ 
ers of dens of infamy; the willfully un­ 
employed and the vagrant classes of so­ 
ciety. 
When election day comes they all 
have something to sell, and will naturally 
seek a market for their wares. 
If there is 
a shop open anywhere where such votes 
are purchased they will carry their com­ 
modity to that shop. In State politics it 
plays a very small part, unless parties are 
evenly balanced, the work of the “boss” 
being to distribute spoils, divide salaries, 
sell the decisions of juries and Courts, and 
to prevent Grand Juries from finding 
indictments. 
All these are necessary to 
the “boss,” but none of them are necessary 
to the conduct of a campaign. 
There are 
200.000 voters in the State of California 
Parties must appeal to their reason and 
their judgment. 
A party, to succeed, 
must invoke the intelligence of these peo­ 
ple ; must show them that it will be more 
likely to establish and maintain economic 
government, and fester the general pros­ 
perity and welfare of the State, and hence 
has a right to expect their support. The 
party that does this most effectively will 
win the campaign, notwithstanding the 
venal element that will be directed by 
the vicious practices of the “boss.” 
In local politics in the city of San Fran­ 
cisco it is quite likely that if the entire 
7.000 corrupt votes were cast for a single 
party it would constitute a balance power. 
The party that was prepared to deal with 
that element in the only manner in which 
it can be dealt with, hv giving a percent­ 
age of the offices, by paying directly for 
votes and other vicious practices, would 
probably have in its hands the balance of 
power, so far as th t municipal ticket goes, 
save and except that the other side had 
another “boss” and the fact was known. 
The only reason why it has been necessary, 
was that there were two “bosses,” both ap­ 
pealing to the venal and vagrant element 
f society and each accomplishing some- 
th ing through it.

The St. Louis ami San Francisco roads got 
involved in a controversy with an Indian 
reservation over certain lands, Stanford 
voted to return the lands to the red men, 
saying that they needed the property more 
than the railroad did.

H is record S3 a 
public man has always been unselfish and 
on the side of the unfortunate. 
H is large 
influence in W ashington comes, not from 
his wealth and high social position, but 
from the fact that his brother Senators 
know that his one thought is to serve the 
people in all faithfulness. Even when m 
poor health he attended every committee 
meeting and never missed a session of the 
Senate. 
H is rare judgm ent and great ex­ 
perience in affairs makes his advice and 
counsel sought by the leading Senators oa 
both sides of the chamber. 
H e is the most 
popular man in the Senate. The first ques­ 
tion strangers lroin ail parts of the country 
who visit the Senate ask is: ‘ W hich is 
Senator Stanford?” 
Californians visiting 
W ashington are proud to point out our 
senior Senator. There is not a man, woman 
or child in the United States who has not 
heard of him and his achievements in rail­ 
road building and in university building. 
During the tour years he has been in the 
Señale he has secured more appropriations 
for this State than all his predecessors com­ 
bined. In the near future he hopes to pass 
a bill that will save from destruction the 
sweet wine industry of this Stale by reliev­ 
ing it of the burdensome tax on grape 
brandy. W orth more than all her gold 
miues is such a Senator to California. The 
ovation he received yesterday at San Jose 
emphasizes the fact that b:s services are 
being appreciated.

NOTHING ELSE.

Jud ge B uckley Changes H is M ind-K il- 
lip and 'W liitehead Leave the 
G overnm ent Cot. 


The battle is over. 
The gamblers are completely and irre­ 
trievably routed, and nothing but pool- 
selling goes. The chuk-a lnck and wbeel- 
of-fortune men look plum and are cursing 
Sacramento and everything Sacramentan 
roundly. The “ home talent ” take consid­ 
erable comfort from the fact that nothing 
goes r.ow on the Government lot. They 
were very indignant when the announce­ 
m ent was first made that there would be 
no interference with the men on the Gov­ 
ernm ent reserve, while they—the “ home 
talen t”—were torced to shut up their 
games by the police. If one goes they all 
ought to go, very properly thought the Sac­ 
ram ento gamblers. But now that nothing 
goes they feel easier—it was a case of 
*• misery loves company ” once more. 
United States Marshal Franks formally 
notified the p' ol sellerstfbd other squatters 
on ,he pt su ffice she to vacate wsterdav 
forenoon and they hastened to obey. 
Killip & Co. set a force of men 'to work 
tearing down their tent and another force 
of laborers started in to fit up the vacant 
lot on Seventh s:rei t, jutt below K, lor the 
reception of the tent. Pool-selling will 
continue at tb:s latter place unmolested 
until the end o. the fair, but no other 
carpes, such as chuck tt-hn k. wlieel-of-for- 
tune, p^a-and-sbet;, etc , will be peimiited. 
Chief B e bC*na determined to carry out 
his previously announced threat to stop 
everything prohibited by law. 
POOL-SEILINU LAWFUL. 
The pool sellers continue operations bv 
virtue id tho decision of Police Judge 
Buckley j esteiday in discharging W hite­ 
head and Killip. 
For many a day the old P.,lies Court has 
not had the honor of holding such a num ­ 
ber of ¡ rominent.people as occupied scats 
or stood up within its wails asou yesterday 
morning. A num ber of the members of 
the Stat - Ag¡¡cultural Society w> re present 
including II. M. L i Rue,'L U, Ship pee, 
John Boggs, Chi is. G rttn and Fred Cox, 
besides m any other prominent citizens, 
who took a lively interest in the case. 
The defendant, Killip and W hitehead, 
were represented by Grove L Johnson. 
W hen Judge Buckley called the two 
casts. Mr Johnson arose and, addressing 
the Court, said : 
If your Honor please, I appear for the deltnd- 
auts, and t have tiled a .lea.liner which 1 think 
will bring this mutter up, and it can pro' ably 
he disposed id’on a clearly legal proposition, viz.: 
That the luets set forth in the complaint do uot 
constitute a public otlensc. Iiv agreement be- 
twten the ( ity Attorney and mv.-e.t, I will state 
what the facts are. so that there will be no dis­ 
pute in the argument. The facts, as we under 
stand them, are: ihat, the Agricultural rioci- 
ety is a State institution; that it offers premi­ 
ums lor exhibitions of speed at its tail in this 
city ; that it advertís d for anil let tlv privi­ 
lege ol Sil ing pools on its own grounds iu this 
city, and tho privilege was let to these defend- 
aiii-, a ho were to pay 65 percent of the amount 
received by them to the Society and to pay the 
expenses themselves out of the reraaiuiñg Si 
per cent.; that in pursuance ot the privilege 
and license and 1 use awarded them by the 
State Agí ¡cultural Society these geutiemen 
went upun the grounds owned by the So 
ctcty and eugagvd in the business ot se 1- 
lng pools upon the races; that in that bu.-i- 
uess they do not have one siugle dollar of 
their own money at stake: they do nut have 
any bank ; they do not put up one dollar; they 
are not interested to the amount of one dollar 
in the race; they do net bet upon the 
race; they have nothing to do with ihe 
race, or with iis decision, with the appointment 
of the judges, or the off .-ring ol the premiums, 
or the pa> mcut of the purses or the payment cf 
the premium. They do not bet themselves ; 
none of me money that is left in their hands 
belongs to them ; they siuiplv act as agents or 
stake holders for persons who desire to bet upon 
a horse race and to pul the money iu their 
hands, and then they charge ihe men three per 
cent lor the r services iu preparing the tickets, 
iu caring t >r the money and iu handing the 
money over to the man who has placed his 
money upon the horse that has been sucoesslul. 
The method of doiug business is for one person 
LOuuected wvh these d *fendsills ty announce 
the names ot the horses that baveheen entered 
and that will compete for the purse offered bv 
the society. Then he asks how much is offered 
for first choice, home person says he is w liiiug 
to give so much tor first choice ami takes it; 
then h >w much for second choice and it is 
taken; then for third choice ; arid sometimes 
other horse-are put in what is kuown as the 
field and that is called the last choice. The 
money is put in their hands simply to hold, 
and they no notcobtr.hute, as 1 said before, one 
cent to the matter. And the Agricultural Soci­ 
ety by its rules and regulations and bv its agree­ 
ment with these pool-sellers absolutely prohib­ 
its them from owuing or being interested in any 
horse compel ing upon the track or in any of the 
purees offered, and they 
ARK NOT INTERESTED IN ANY BETTING 
And 
are 
precluded 
from 
that. 
Now 
upon that state ol facts we filed this demurrer 
and ask your Honor to dismiss this proteeding. 
This actiou is brought under Section &iu ol the 
l*ena! Code, which reads as follows: 4‘Every 
person who deals, plays, or carries on, opens or 
causes to be <q*vncd, or w ho conducts, either as 
ow ner or em ptoj*. whether f.,r hire or not, any 
game of faro, monte, roulette, lansquenet, rouge 
cl noire, rondo, or any bunking or percentage 
game play* d with cur s, dice or any device, for 
money, checks, credit, or auy other rcpiesenta- 
tiveof vaiue, is punishable by flue ol uot less 
than two hundred nor name than one thousand 
dollars, and shall be impris mod in the Comity 
Jail untii such flue and costs of prosecution are 
paid, such imprisonment uo; to exceed one 
year.’ 
It wi I undoubtedly be conceded by the 
City Attorney that if this charge is to be m ain­ 
tained at ail it will come under the provision 
that tins is eith< r a banking or a percent age 
game. Ani I not correct? 
Mr. Church—Certainly. 
M r Johnson—It is not a crime at common law. 
If a crime it is made so by this statute, hence 
the language of the statute should be carefully 
examined. So far as its being a banking game 
is concerned, we cite jour Honor to the opinion 
of the Supreme Co .r; of California, delivered in 
the ease o! the People vs Carroll, filed by the 
Supreme C-.urt on the 2d day of August, iu 
which a banking game is thus delined: "A 
banking gam * is a game* conducted by one or 
more persons w here there is a I unci against 
whidh everybody has a right to bet. the bauk 
being responsible for the payment of all the 
funds takit g in all that is wc n and paring out 
all that i* loit The fund which is provided lor 
that purpose is generally called the bank, and 
the p. i *ou who eonduc s it the banker." That 
definition excludes entirely a n i absolutely 
any 
possibility of 
the 
guilt of these 
del* ndants, so iar as a banking game is con­ 
cerned. There is no fund; they have no fund. 
They are not responsible for anything. They 
pay out nothing, thev take in notbicg. They do 
nothing except .-Imply lo ac. as stake holders, as 
bankers t »r these people. And I apprehend 
tiia?: the City Attorney will not conttua that it 
is a banking game. Now, as to its being a per­ 
centage game: It cannot be called a percentage 
game, because it is not a game; tor the defend­ 
ants in this case are not connected with the 
game, that is. with the races Thev do nnrhirg. 
They do not bet upon it. They do not act in it, 
either as principal or an agent. They have 
nothing whatsoever to do with the game. They 
take no part in any proceeding, they simply 
keep tho money. There is no game. In the 
language of the Supreme Court of Michigan, 
the persons racing tlie horse* are strangers to 
the pool-selling, and do not race with ft view to 
the bets solely, or at all, and thi refore it is not 
a game. In this State it ha* been decided that 
at common lavy wagers were recoverable, and 
upon that there will be no question bet wee a us. 
1 nave the authorities here and I cite them 
Johnson vs. Fal'. 6 Cal.; Johnston vs. Russell, 
>rn. N Cal.. Corbin vs Wach-

HORSE-RACING is n o t p r o h i b i t e d 
B> law in California, nor is it illegal at common 
law. I pon that I cite your Honor to the cases 
already mentioned, and to the further esses of 
Porter vs. pay. 37 N. w. Rep : Harris vs. White 
M N. \ 
M’.zoer vs. Platt. t> Pac. Rep.. Roller 
vs. Plymouth Agricultural Society to N W 
Bop. And I will brieliy call attention to these 
cases at the present time for this reason viz In 
one ease cited in the N. W Rep., from the State 
of Wisconsin iu another and from the State of 
Iowa, by law horse-racing was illegal. By the 
statutes ot these States it was illegal to have 
horse races or to Let at them; but they permit­ 
ted the Agricultural Society of those Sutes to 
offer premiums for the best exhibition ot speed 
at their tracks, ana permitted the men who had 
won at the races to recover the money from the 
Society upon the ground that that was uot 
horse-racing, but was an exhibition of speed to 
advance the breed of horses. These decisions 
show conclusively tire; horse-racing is legal in 
California—that it is not illegal to bet on a horse- 
race--and, consequently, it cannot be a crime 
for any m anto act as stakeholder, which is all 
these defendants have done, for parties who bet 
on a horse-race. It is so well settled by an un­ 
broken current of decisions from time almost Im­ 
memorial. Uiat a mere stakeholder is not in any 
sense parttccps cnminis, even it the princiD&ls 
were wrong-doers that 1 cite no out hot ¡tics. But 
we have also upon this question of pool-selling 
an authoritative decision by a Court of last re­ 
sort, a Court of high standing. It is the only 
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decision squarely and directly in point upon 
thi* ease found in any ol the decisions ol the 
Supreme Court of any of the States m the Union. 
It is entitled : James vs. The State, iu the Court 
of Appeals ol Maryland, and was decided in 
1881. It is found iu the twentieth voiume of the 
Reporter, page 176, and I will read it, because 
the facts are like those in the case under argu­ 
ment, and the decision is not lengthy but con­ 
cise and plain. It is as follows : 
"lh e defendants were icdieted for gambling. 
Thev sold ‘pools’ at horse races. These poois 
are known as ‘auction,’ ‘m utual,’ and ‘combina­ 
tion’ pools. In ‘auction’ pools, one purchaser 
(highest biddei) buys the first choice among 
number of horses in a race, to be named by 
him as the winning horse; others buy the sec 
ond choice, third, etc. The horses not so 
chosen are called the ‘field,’ and arc abo offered 
to the highest bidleis. 
He who names the 
winning horse takes all the money paid (the 
pool), less five per cent, commission to the per 
son conducting the pooL In ‘mutual’ poois a 
list of the horses is placed on a board in view' 
ol the bidders each horse being numbered, 
with a space to the right to show how o-tsn the 
horse has been chosen. The ‘field’ is consti­ 
tuted as befcre. 'Ihose who choose the win 
ning horse take the money paid (the pool) in 
equal parts, less the commissi jd aloreeaid. A 
‘combination’ p_ol is similar to a mutual one. 
except thcie 
MUST BE THREE RACES 
And each bidder must name the three winning 
horses, and all who do so share the pool.” The 
question was whether tuch transactions were 
gambling under the statute. The def< ndants up 
pealed. Juego Bryan, in delivering the opinion 
of the Court, said: “ The meaning ot the law 
which consigns a man to prison, or deprives 
hnn of his property, should be plain and obvi 
ous, and easily understood by an ordinary ca 
pacity. Betting is not hii offense by the com 
mon jaw, ana is punishable only in the 
particular ca'-es which are made crim­ 
inal bj’ ststute. Horse races have been in 
some measure favored by our Legislature, 
and the Maryland Jockey Club was incorporated 
by the Act of 1872. Persons may attend the 
races and hazard their money as freely as ¡hey 
¿ choose by betting on the horse?, and they w ill 
not thereby become amenable to any legal 
penalties.” I wi 1 say right here that the Agri­ 
cultural Society of thi- State are incorporated 
by the State by the Act of the Legislature ol 
18»), page <9, and that they arc authorized to 
off r piemiums in their discretion for the ad­ 
vancement of the industrial interests of the 
State. 1 he Jockey Club ho ds its meetings for 
these races under the authority given by the 
Legisjaturc in its charier ot incorporation. If 
betting on the horses were regarded by ¡he law 
as playing at a game of chance, the race cutirte 
would be *‘a p ace of gambling” within the 
meaning cf the statute, and the Jockey Club 
would be indictable for maintaining it. But 
we have seen that they have the express au­ 
thority of the Legislature for these races. It 
may do urged lliat wagerir g money on a horse 
rece is as immoral and us evil iu its conse­ 
quences as playing at a gtiming table, and ihat 
these poo’-rooms present to the idle and dissi- 
P ted ell the temptations which belong to any 
lorm of gambling. But such arguments do net 
justify us in extending the statute beyond the 
bounds of a just and n abonable cons ruction ol 
its language. It is for the Legislature to make 
such changes in ttc law as it may consider the 
public g od to n quite 
Our functions are 
limited to interpreting at d enforcing the legis­ 
lative will when it lias been declared, and it 
would be very unwarrantable in us iu permit 
any private sentiments o our own to affect the 
construction which we give to thise statutes 
In ihe argument of this case st the bar we were 
referred to many authorities from the Courts of 
other Mates and to tome fiom KngUnd. We 
have given them attentive consideration ; but as 
th_* s atutes which they construe are very dif­ 
ferent from our own. we have not been able to 
derive much aid from these eonrcts, even i. we 
were diap. scd to follow the opinions of the 
learned Judges. W ethiuk that tho selling of 
the tickets and the keeping of the pool-rooms 
mentioned in the evidence were not violations 
of law. 
1 have thus shown, your Honor, that no game 
lias been conducted, no crime has bee n com­ 
mitted. and have proven my positions by cita­ 
tions from numerous c so* in the Courts of last 
resort. 1 may add, your Honor, that in the 
county of Santa C:ara Judge Spencer of the 
Superior Court o*. that county, a Judge known to 
your Honor, and one who stands at tlie front 
rank ot able and impartial Judges iu thi; State, 
ha?, as 1 am informed, 
DECIDED Tills VERY QUESTION 
In a suit brought before him wherein the de­ 
fendant averred that the contract sutd on was 
for selling pools, and that pool-selling end 
Paris mutual bidding aud selling being illegal, 
no recovery could be had for a breach of con- 
tu ct r- garding the location of the same. Judge 
Spencer dtcided that it was not illegal, aud 
gave judgment in favor ol the plaintiff. The 
gentleman who was ihe defendant in that crsc 
is present in Court aud could testify if the Citv 
Attorney required it, in regard to 'the facts of 
the case. He contested it. Judge Spencer’s de- 
ci*n»n was filtd. Now, in concluson, your 
Honor, I may be pardoned lor saying a word iu 
reference to ihe imp. rtance of this case, and I 
justify the remarks that 1 am to make by the 
language used iu the decision of the Court of 
Appeals, in the Mate o! Maryland viz: “The 
meaning ol the law which consigns a man 
to prison 
or 
deprives 
him 
of 
his 
property, 
should 
be 
plain, 
obvious, 
and easily understood by any person of 
ordinary capacity.” 
This is an important 
question, not merely as to these defendant*, but 
to the peopled the city of Saciamento—to the 
people of Sacramento who may have beenlboru 
and brought up here, regarding the State Fair 
as almost their property; r garuing it as some­ 
thing which aims to build up aud does build up 
not alone the Slate of California, but the city of 
Sacramento as well. To deprive u? of the State 
Fair would be like depriving the city oí its right 
arm ; would be like depriving it of one of ihe 
lawful arteries that give to it force and vitality. 
1 he improvement ol horses is a grand and no­ 
ble thing. One of the greatest and best men we 
have in this State, Iceland Stanford, has devoted 
millions of dollar? to the improvement of the 
breeding of horses Mr. Shippec, Mr. llaggin, 
Mr. Hearst and Mr. Rose and others have fol­ 
lowed in his footsteps, or be followed them, aud 
have invested their money m like channels, so 
that the statistics show that there are over 5100 - 
OOO.IOJ invested in the United States in the im­ 
provement of the breeding of horses. It is not 
too much to say, and these gentlemen here rep­ 
resenting the Mate Agricultural Sock-tv are fa­ 
miliar with this matter and eould testify to the 
fact if your Honor desired it, that one reason 
wh\' hordes are bred is for the speculation de­ 
rived in their sale, aud that they become val­ 
uable because of their ability to make fast time, 
«ml that the onlj’ way this fast time can be 
brought to the attention of the public is by 
these cxhib tions of speed at the various lairs 
held all over the country; and one of the great­ 
est elements of success of the State Fair is 
the exhibit» n of speed. Jt is not *oo 
much to say tin 11 > take lrom the State Fair the 
exhibitions of speed would be to deprive it of 
it* grea es: attraction; to take from the exhibi­ 
tions of speed the opp rtunity afforded to these 
men who spend their hundred ol thousands of 
dollars in bringing up horses t? the standard 
that they have now attained would be to * iy to 
them "yo i an* not to be permitted to make 
money out of the money that you have invested 
in a legitimate business ” To deprive them of 
the chancj to show th* fpeel of their horses 
and to make money on these pools would be to 
deprive them of the revenue out of which tiiej* 
pay the expenses of their establishment. While 
it would prevent the Agricultural Society from 
offering premiums of fiuflickni amount to bring 
together the best stock and best horses, I may 
be further pardoned for saying that the Direct­ 
ors of the State Agricultural society are to-day 
in receipt of u jiropositlou from a M.-Wrcitv to 
give Si(XI,000 to the Society for the purpose ot 
paying for grounds upon which to locate the 
buildings ot the Male Agricultural Socie’y. 
While, of course, thnt h-.s nothing to do with 
the law of the case, yet under the decision of 
lhe Court Of Appeals ot Maryland your Honor 
has a right to tak • it iuto account as showing 
the importance of this question, and. therefore, 
to give to these defendants and to give 10 the 
pe .ole of this city the benefits of whatever 
doubt tnat might exist in your mind btfoie 
casting the odium of crime upon a business that 
contributes so much to the benefit of a ¡state 
institution and to ttic prosperity ol a most im ­ 
portant industry of California. 
MR. CHURCH DOBS NOT TALK. 
At the conclusión ol iir. Johnson's re­ 
marks, it was expected by all that the City 
Attorney would say something, but he did 
not.Judge Buckley, in dismissing the case, 
said ; 
! have listened with a great deal of interest 
to the remarks o! counsel tor the defendant and 
must admit that 1 have received a great deal of 
information. This arrest arose trom the fact, 
I ¡ resume, that on yesterday, in deciding wiiat 
is called the “ wheel of fortune" cas*-, a refer­ 
ence was made by the t'-ourt to the fact that, 
from the testimony introduced in the case, the 
Court was under the impression that pool si ll­ 
ing was a percentage game, under Section 3-0 
of the I’enal Code. Possibly that reference to 
the m atter had no direct connection with that 
case and ought not to have been a part of the 
decis'on. The only recoil for it it was that the 
defense undertook to show by all the witnesses 
tbat the principle of the “wheel of fortune" 
and “i>ool selling" and "book-making’ was the 
same ; and it was argued bv the defendant's 
counsel that it was hardly right to arrest a man 
for conducting a wheel of fortune game 
and allow pool-selling and book-makiug to be 
conducted unmolested by the authorities. Hav­ 
ing that in mind, that reference was made to 
pool-selling, not thinking at the time that any 
serious results would flow or that any arrest 
would follow. I am satisfied, however, after re­ 
flection upon the matter, from the authorities 
cited by Mr. Johuson. that 1 was in error. And 
my impression now is, from what I have heard 
this morning, that pool selling is not a game 
prohibited by the laws ot this State. In consul­ 
tation with the* Chief of Police, he agrees with 
me that it is projar and legal to have this case 
dismissed. 
I wiil say in reference to the Chief ef Police 
that the course he took was oue which he 
had a right to take as an officer, and one which 
he was almost forced to take by reason ot the 
lact that there were some persons in the com­ 
munity who desired to have what is termed the 
gaming law enforced In its strictest sense, and 
being catted upon as an official to do so lie felt 
it his duty to do it. But he agrees with me that 
it is a case that ought to be dismissed. St. think­ 
ing, the case will be dismissed. 
TH E TOOL SELLERS AGAIN. 
Killip ifc Co. opened up their new quar­ 
ters on Seventh street, between K and L, 
last night with a great flourish. The in­ 
terior of the new place resembled consider- 
aoly that of the old one out of which thev 
were ejected, with the exception that the 
"wheels,” chnck a-lucks and other games 
were conspicuous by their absence. 


Just before pool-selling commenced S. B. 
W hitehead, the auctioneer, addressed the 
crowd in a forcible and violent speech on 
the poi 1 selling difficulties which have 
lately tafe>n place. 
Alter denouncing some of the press and 
certain parties, whom he said he wished 
were present to hear the remarks, he pro­ 
ceeded to sell pools on the first race.

MARION L. WALLACE SUICIDES. 
H e B ecam e Despondent Over B is Recent 
Trouble and H anged H im self. 
Last week Marion L. Wallace, an elderly 
painter, became intoxicated aud special 
officer Glick arrested him . On the way to 
the station-honse Wallace broke a wav 
from the officer and, drawing a jack-knife, 
stabbed his captor twice—once iu the ab­ 
domen and once on the left side of the 
neck.

Yesterday he seemed more morose than 
ever, and began drinking. 
His wife went down town or, some busi- 
nes°, and when she relumed in the after­ 
noon she found him ban¡;i¡>g to a cotton­ 
wood tree in the bsck-yard—dead. She 
ran to a neighbor’s house, a Mr. Meister, 
and the latter went with her and cut the 
corpse down. 
The Coroner was summoned, and that 
officer took the remains to the Morgue. 
Mrs. Catherine Wallace, wife cf”the de­ 
ceased, was nearly beside lierself with grief 
when seen last evening, and it was wi h 
difflcultv she could mik. " 1 last saw him .” 
said she, ‘ ai II o clock vestefday forenoon. 
I was going down town'. When about to 
leave, he kissed me and bid mo good-bv 
He told me not to pay out all the money 
I was going to draw, but to keep some to 
live on. I came home sh rtly before 3 
o clock in the afternoon, and, net seeing 
him about the house, began hunting for 
him . I finally f tmd Liin hanging to a 
cottonwood tree in the back var-j. líe had 
made a stand out of two boxes 
He has 
been very despondent. f late, no! speaking 
sometimes tor half a day.” 
An inquest was held by Coroner Claik 
iast night, and the jury brought in a ver­ 
dict ol su'Cide. The deceased was 64 vears 
old. and leaves a fdmiiv. who reside on C 
street, near Fifteenth. 


JOHN RICHARDS WATSON. 
Som e of the Positions of T iust H eld by 
the Lately D eceased. 
The death of J U. W atson, of this city, 
was announced on Thursday7 morning, but 
a brief sketch of his life will be of interest 
to his large circle of friends and acquaint­ 
ances. Mr. Watson was bora in Loudon 
in 1821, and at nineteen years cf age emi­ 
grated to New York. He was elected to 
the Legislature iu 1863 from El Dorado 
county and served out the term. He was 
for a while agent f r the Saersmento Val­ 
ley Railroad Company, and ,.f erward was 
a conductor on the Central Pacific Railroad, 
and took the first passenger train over that 
roed. In 1S67 be was appointed Tram 
Dispatcher, and soon thereafter General 
Purchasing Agent of the entire road. He 
held this position until 1886, when he rt - 
aigned to attend io his private business. 
Mr. W atson was a Director cf the Califor­ 
nia State Bank, and Vice-President of the 
Buffalo Brewing Company. He was a 
n ember ot Union Lodge, F it A.M ., of 
th.s city7, and President ot the Masonic 
Hail As-ocration tor the last sevtnleen 
years. The funeral will ba under the aus­ 
pices of Union Ledge, F, & A. ft., at 3 
o’clock to-day, from the Congregational 
Chorch. Mr. Watson had been an invalid 
for some eight months. He leaves a wife 
and daughter (Mrs. G. W. Ellery).

Switzerland, 40; Denmark, 63; Germany, 
73; Upper Austria, 116; Lower Austria, 
121; Belgium, 150; W’urtemburg, 218, and 
the Kingdom of Bavaria leads all competi­ 
tors with 248 liters, or nearly 651 gallons 
for every inan, woman and child in the 
country. 
These statistics do not include 
England.

A very interesting calculation has re­ 
cently l¿en made by the Statistical Bureau 
in Berlin. 
Four-fifths of the power ma­ 
chines at present in activity in the world 
have been erected during the past twenty- 
five years. 
The country which (tossesses 
the highest amoant of horse power is the 
United States, with. 7,500,000 horse power; 
then follow England, with 7,000,000; Ger­ 
many, with 4.500,000: France,with 3,000,000 
and Austro-IIungary,with 1,500,000. These 
figures do not include locomotives, of 
which there are 105,000 at work, with a 
total horse power of 3,000,000. 
Thus the 
total horee power in the world is 46,000,-

TIP, TIP, TIP 
T he C ustom of T ipping W aiters O ught 
to Be A bolished. 
[From the Boston Herald ] 
The editor of the Century deserves the 
thanks of seli-respeeting Americans for 
his censure of the system of tipping, which 
is now largely introduced into our hotels, 
and is a part of the exaction made upon 
the summer visitor almost wherever he 
goes. In England or in continental Eu­ 
rope this is so constant a practice that every 
one makes provision for it; but in this 
country the prices of entertainment at the 
hotels and the compensation for services 
are placed at such figures that there is no 
necessity for tipping, and where it is 
practised and the landlords makes the 
wages of his servants conditional upon the 
gratuities which they receive, it amounts 
to an exaction which removes entirely its 
character as a gift and simply puts a per­ 
son in the attitude of meanness, if lie does 
not come up to the expectations of those 
who serve him. The practice is bad for 
both entertainer and entertained. 
The 
landlords where tipping is encouraged, 
and where the landlords insist on having 
a share of it, may keep the patronage of 
wealthy people, bvt they are likely to lose 
the patronage of those who are willing to 
pay their bills and do not wish to he com­ 
pelled to do anything more. 
W here tipping is insisted upon or en­ 
couraged, self-respecting American people 
are not likely to go the second time; and 
where this system is encouraged or made to 
count for all it is worth, it is to be feared 
that inn-keepers suffer more hy loss of pa­ 
tronage than they make by encouraging 
the fleecing of their guests. Then, on the 
other hand, the employes gain nothing, be­ 
cause these gratuities are often counted 
in as wages. The system may be be in­ 
evitable where the distance between classes 
in society is great, but it is not in keeping 
with American sentiments, and where it 
is practiced there is always more or less 
the feeling that more is demanded than 
one pays for. A few wealthy Ameri­ 
cans, to whom tips are no hardship, 
ought not to set the standard 
for 
their countrymen in this matter. The 
natural independence of the American 
character resists the importation of an 
European custom which has no aris­ 
tocracy 
behind it among ourselves. 
Rather 
than 
seem 
to 
be 
mean, 
people 
in many cases will 
make 
small presents to servants, hut the Ameri­ 
can feeling is that yon pay for all this in 
the bill. Then the servants and employes 
are demoralized by the practice. 
W here the tip brings the service, and 
where the person who does not give the 
tip, but pays his bill like an honest man, 
is neglected, the morale of the servant is 
injured. 
The guests 
are 
unfairly 
served ; the servant is almost sure to 
neglect his duty ; and dissatisfaction is al­ 
most certain to be expressed with the way 
in which one is entertained. The servant 
comes to neglect the very thing which 
he is appointed to do unless you pay him 
specially for it; and the indignation of inde­ 
pendent Ameiicans, who have to pay twice 
for a service or an article for which they 
have already paid once, is not easily kept 
within bounds. Nothing can be done 
to 
suppress 
tippling unless there 
is concerted action, unless both employers 
and guests recognize that the system is 
bad, but it is believed that the practice 
stands | largely in the way of satisfactory 
results in our public houses, and that it 
acts as a restraint upon a.considerable pro­ 
portion of the traveling public. The rich 
may encourage such a practice with the 
idea that they are behaving generously, 
hut with people of limited means the in­ 
sisting upon tips is often a serious draw­ 
back to the pleasure trips which they 
would like to make. It is considered that, 
in this country, at least, there is no cause 
for tipping, and that if its limited prac­ 
tice could be abolished, all parties would 
be the gainers by it.

SUPERIOR TO THE TELEPHONE. 
T he L atest Inv en tion T ran sm its W ritin g 
by E lectricity. 
[From the Indianoplis Journal ] 
A pleasant-faced, elderly gentleman, full 
beard, neatly cropped, and, like his hair, 
plentifully sprinkled with white, was sit­ 
ting in the lobby of the New Denison on 
Friday. “Who’s that ?’’ inquired the re­ 
porter. He was told the gentleman was 
Professor Elisha Gray, of Chicago, the 
famous electrician. The reporter, intro­ 
ducing himself, asked the Professor con­ 
cerning the suit now pending which bears 
the title of the United States vs. Bell 
Telephone Company and Alexander Gra­ 
ham Bell. 
“Testimony is being taken in the case 
now, I believe,” was the answer, “and the 
case will take up this fall. I will be an 
important witness for the Government, 
and my case so figures iu it that it will not 
he becoming in me to talk much. 
So far 
as the Governmeut is concerned, it is a 
suit brought to annul Bell’s patent on the 
ground of fraud and prior invention. The 
Government is not fighting anybody’s bat­ 
tle. If the patent is annulled it will mean 
a great loss to the Bell telephone people, 
but it doesn’t necessarily mean a gain to 
me or to anybody else. My only direct 
interest in the suit is to have the truth 
brought to light, and this never has been 
done in any of the suits. 
“I understand that you have a new in­ 
vention, Professor, which is likely, to a 
great extent, to take the place of the tele­ 
phone,” suggested the reporter, 
“I have just perfected an invention,” 
was the answer, “for the transmitting of 
the handwriting—a fac simile of the hand­ 
writing.” 
“How is this accomplished?” 
“One sits down and writes on a sheet of 
paper, using a pen or a pencil, and what­ 
ever is done at this end, every motion that 
is made on the paper or oil’ it is faithfully 
reproduced by a pen upon paper at the 
other end of the wire at the same time 
just as fast or as slow as it is given at this 
end, and neither faster nor slower.” 
“What name have you given the instru­ 
ment ?” 
“The telautograph, and it can be worked 
over any length of wire.” 
“When you say pen and pencil what do 
von mean?” 
“I mean a pen carrying ink, and that the 
writing or drawing, is upon ordinary paper. 
1 use a fluid ink, but any ink will do that 
will flow readily. One can write with a 
pencil or a stylographic pen if he chooses. 
The invention is now practically com­ 
pleted, and I am making a lot of instru­ 
ments. A company has been formed as a 
parent organization, and local companies 
will follow. The instruments will be rented, 
not sold, and the terms will be similar to 
those given by the telephone people. But 
it is entirely dissimilar to the telephone, 
for it writes and does not talk. By it one 
can transmit a check, note or draft in the 
handwriting of the individual. Its accu­ 
racy is unquestionable. In that respect it 
differs from the telephone, which is good 
enough for desultory conversation, but is 
not sufficient to use in buying or selling. 
You are writing short-hand; that, of course, 
could he transmitted by the telautograph. 
In newspaper work one could not only 
transmit a description of any great event, 
a celebration like that of the soldier’s 
monument held here, or of a great disaster 
by rail or water, but a sketch could be 
transmitted at the same time to illustrate 
the article.” 
“W hat is the size of the instrument?” 
“The top is 20 by 24 inches. It may be 
kept on or beside a desk or, like the tele­ 
phone, be hung upon the wall, where it 
takes up little space. It is secret in its 
communications, both as to those it gives 
and those it receives. One does not need 
to ‘hello,’ and no one can «teal the message 
from the wire. Then the message will 
come whether one is at hand to receive it 
or not. One can have a lock and key and 
no one can see the communication in his 
absence. The instrument may be found 
good for the distribution of press reports 
to all the newspapers of the land simul­ 
taneously. 
But there are a thousand 
things to which it may be applicable that 
neither you nor I may think of at the 
moment. It’s chief value, I apprehened, 
will be in mercantile business, where the 
telephone fails by reason of its inaccuracy. 
If a man gives an order hy telephone, the 
man receiving it may deny having doae 
so, but here the writing is proof positive 
and cannot be denied. 
“How about induction? When several 
wires run in proximity to each other,what 
is the effect ?” 
“As to induction, it is wholly unlike 
the telephone. There is no more trouble 
from proximity of wires than is encoun­ 
tered in ordinary telegraphy, and, as to 
expense, it will not cost the user any more 
than the telephone costs him. I have 
several other things in the mill coming 
forward, but I am not ready to tell the 
world what they are. My work is inven­ 
tion, I might say my profession, and I fol­ 
low it as regularly as any man follows 
any profession.” 
The reporter here casually mentioned 
the fact that Inventor Edison had been 
decorated. “I have a decoration myself,” 
said the professor with a little laugh, “but 
I never wear it in this country. If I did 
my friends would take it that I had joined 
the Murphy movement. I am a Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor, a decoration given 
me by the French Government ten years 
ago, and one that I would wear abroad, 
where such things are of advantage.”

Tlie C lever T rieks of a W ould-be Jew el 
Sw indler. 
Hatton Garden (the great diamond dis­ 
trict of London), had quite an unpleasant 
experience last year, said an importer. All 
the dealers lost a great number of stones, 
and they couldn’t understand how the 
leakage occurred until about Christmas. 
After sorting and sizing up they would put 
the stones in the usual parcels, with the 
weight marked. When they sold the par­ 
cels they would find that the weight had 
decreased, and that one or two of the 
stones had vanished. Many small dealers, 
who never let the stuff go out of their 
sight, and who had no assistants, suffered 
as wells as the others, and for months it 
remained a mystery of the deepest kind. 
Everybody was afraid of everybody else; 
some quit coming to the Diamond Ex­ 
change, hut whether they came or not 
their losses went on just the same. At 
last, almost by accident, the mystery 
was solved, and the solution was simple 
enough. 
There was a small dealer who lived in 
Clerkenwell. He wore glasses and pro­ 
fessed to be very shortsighted. This gen­ 
tleman bought sparingly last year, but he 
did a tremenduous amount of going around 
and examining. An employe of a large 
Hatton Garden firm became suspicious of 
this small dealer and hud a talk with his 
employers. The next time the eye-glasses 
came in, before the safe was opened and 
anything handed out, two men were ¡iosted 
where they could watch every movement 
of the visitor. He opened a paper of 
stones (about 1J carets apiece), with ninety- 
six stones in the parcel. He put them 
quite close to his eyes and then lowered 
them a little, as if he wanted to damp 
them. 
' 
“Dam¡ling," it may be stated, is breath­ 
ing upon the stones. Most dealers do this 
when examining a parcel, as any flaws or 
faults can lie better observed as the mois­ 
ture evaporates. 
After damping them he looked again, 
handed them back, made an offer (which 
he knew would not be accepted) and was 
going away. The two men watching had 
not seen him do anything suspicious, but 
still he was kept in conversation while the 
parcel he had just handled was taken into 
the private office and weighed. It was 
found about two and one-half carats short. 
Two of the stones had somehow dis­ 
appeared. There was a consultation and 
it was decided that he had them in his 


mouth. One of the men was instructed 
to get behind him and strike suddenly at 
the back of his head while he was talking. 
This was done, and Mr. Eye-glasses spit 
out the two lj-carat stones. He was 
pounced upon and given the choice of res­ 
titution of all former losses, or arrest. He 
chose the former, and, having a large sum 
in Bank of England notes in his inside 
pocket, he settled the score. He was then 
allowed to go. The expectoration incident 
got around the next day, when a rush was 
made for his place of business. He was 
out, and he remained out until I left Lon­ 
don. He will most likely stay away, for 
if he ever shows his face around Hatton 
Garden again he will have considerable 
more spitting to do.—Jeiceller's Weekly. 


FRUIT AS FOOD AND MEDICINE. 
It Is B e tter T han A11 th e N auseating 
D rugs Sold. 
[Hall’s Journal of Health.] 
Of all the fruits we are blessed with the 
peach is the most delicious and digestible. 
There is nothing more palatable, whole­ 
some and medical than good, ripe peaches. 
They should be ripe, but not overripe and 
half rotten; and of this kind they may 
make a part of either meal, or be eaten be­ 
tween meals; but it is better to make them 
a part of the regular meals. It isa mis­ 
taken idea that no fruit should be eaten at 
breakfast. It would be far better if our 
people would eat less bacon and grease at 
breakfast and more fruit. In the"morning 
there is an acrid state of the secretions, and 
nothing is so well calculated to correct this 
as cooling, sub-acid fruits, such as peaches, 
apples, etc. Still, most of us have been 
taught that eating fruit before breakfast is 
highly dangerous. How the idea origi­ 
nated I do not know, but it is certainly a 
great error, contrary to both reason and 
facts. The apple is one of the best of 
fruits. Baked or stewed apples will gener­ 
ally agree with the most delicate stomach, 
and are an excelleut medicine in any case 
of sickness. Green or half-ripe apples 
stewed and sweetened are pleasant to the 
taste, cooling nourishing and laxative, far 
superior, in many cases, to the abominable 
doses of salts and oil usually given in fever 
and other diseases. Raw apples and dried 
apples stewed are better for constipation 
than liver pills. 
Oranges are very acceptable to most 
stomachs, having all the advantages of the 
acid alluded to; but the orange juice alone 
should be takeu, rejecting the pulp. The 
same may be said of lemons, pomegranates 
and all that class. Lemonade is the best 
drink in fevers, and when thickened with 
sugar is better than sirup of quills and 
other nauseants in many cases of cough. 
Tomatoes act on the liver aud bowels, and 
are much more pleasant and safe than blue 
mass and “ liver regulators.” The juice 
should be used alone, rejecting the skins. 
The small-seeded lruits, such as blackber­ 
ries, figs, raspberries, currants aud straw­ 
berries, may be classed among the best 
foods and medicines. The sugar in them 
is nutritious, the acid is cooling and puri­ 
fying, and the seeds are laxative. We 
would be much the gainers if we would 
look more to our orchards and gardens for 
our medicines, and less to our drug stores. 
To cure fever or act on the kidneys no 
febrifuge or diuretic is superior to water­ 
melon, which may with very few excep­ 
tions he taken in sickness and health in 
almost unlimited quantities, not only with­ 
out injury hut with positive benefit. But 
in using them the water or juice should be 
taken, excluding the pulp, and the melon 
should be ripe and fresh, but not overripe 
and stale.
